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"  Every  Jmman  being  barn  Jtpoti  our  Conthtent,  or  who  comes  here  from  any 
quarter  of  the  Globe,  whether  savage  vr  civilized,  can  go  to  our  Courts  for  pro- 
tection—  except  those  who  belong  to  the  tribes  who  once  owned  this  country. 
The  Cannibal  from  the  Islands  of  the  Pacific,  the  worst  criminals  from 
Europe,  Asia,  or  Africa,  cati  appeal  to  the  Law  and  Coicrts  for  their  rights  of 
persoti  attd  property  —  all,  save  our  native  Indians,  who,  above  all,  should  be 
protected  from  sarong."  —  Gov.  Horatio  Skymour. 


The  Massachusetts  Indian  Association, 

Organized  in  January,  1883,  has  Two  Objects. 


First.  To  awaken,  by  every  means  in  its  power,  a  Christian  public 
sentiment  which  shall  move  our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppres- 
sion of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  the  granting  them  the 
same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  among  us  enjoy  ;  and, 

Second.  To  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among 
Indians. 

The  work  of  the  Association  will  be  :  — 

1.  The  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  objects  of  the  Associ- 

ation. 

2.  The  circulation  of  Memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians. 

3.  The  securing  of  popular  meetings  and  articles  for  the  press. 

4.  The  adoption  of  any  other  measures  which  seem  fitted  to  further 

the  ends  desired.

Two  years  ago  a  few  Christian  women  of  Boston,  un- 
der the  name  of  "The  Associate  Indian  Committee," 
and  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  George  J.  Fiske,  cir- 
culated the  petitions  and  leaflets  of  *'  The  National 
Indian  Association."  As  a  result  of  this  effort,  forty- 
towns  of  Massachusetts  appealed  to  the  Government  at 
Washington  on  behalf  of  the  Indians.  A  year  later,  at 
the  call  of  the  Chairman  and  others  of  this  same  Com- 
mittee, and  in  response  to  the  cordial  invitation  of  the 
National  Indian  Association,  a  ladies'  meeting  convened, 
and  organized  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Association. 
They  felt  that  something  more  might  be  done  for  the 
permanent  help  of  the  Indians  —  something  additional  to 
the  work  of  the  various  local  and  denominational  socie- 
ties. As  there  was  already  a  National  Society,  having 
its  headquarters  in  Philadelphia,  the  advantages  to  be 
secured  to  the  cause  by  a  woman's  society,  under  so 
broad  a  banner,  were  apparent.  Such  an  organization, 
it  was  felt,  could  make  an  effective  appeal  to  the  Gov- 
ernment at  Washington  to  right  the  wrongs  of  the 
Indians ;    and  under  such   a  banner  all  workers  would 


enthusiastically  place  themselves.  The  best  thing, 
therefore,  was  felt  to  be  to  become  an  auxiliary  of  such 
a  society,  already  equipped,  as  it  was,  for  the  service  ; 
to  be  a  helper  —  one  of  the  streams  tributary  to  this 
large  river  of  helpfulness  and  succor  flowing  toward 
the  land  of  the  Red  Man. 

Hence,  you  know,  that  one  year  ago  to-day  an  Asso- 
ciation, to  co-operate  with  the  National  Indian  Associa- 
tion in  behalf  of  the  Indians  of  our  own  country,  was 
formed.  Some  time  was  necessarily  spent  in  getting 
this  organization  into  good  working  order,  as  many 
of  the  ladies  appointed  were  quite  new  to  the  work, 
although  well  instructed  in  other  benevolent  lines. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  nine  meetings  of 
the  Association,  and  twelve  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  one  mass-meeting  in  Tremont  Temple. 
The  Committee  have  striven  to  make  the  Associational 
meetings  interesting  and  profitable,  by  securing  the  val- 
uable services  of  such  speakers  as  Capt.  R.  H.  Pratt, 
General  Armstrong,  Rev.  H.  F.  Bond,  Rev.  William 
Haven,  Mrs.  Julia  Ward  Howe,  Rev.  A.  C.  A.  Hall, 
Mr.  Herbert  Welsh,  and  Mrs.  A.  S.  Quinton.  These 
have  all  brought  new  light  to  the  various  phases  of  In- 
dian work.  We  have  seen  that,  to  accomplish  much,  we 
must  have  great  patience  and  skill  ;  that  impressions 
and  sentiments  of  so  many  years'  standing  cannot  be 
revolutionized  "in  a  day  ;  that  the  wrongs  of  a  century 
cannot  be  righted  in  a  twelvemonth. 

We  have  been  urged  to  bring  the  healthful,  Christian 
sentiment  of  a  body  of  earnest  women-workers  to  bear 
upon  the  powers  that  rule  in  Washington  — in  short,  to 
be  a  force  that  cannot  be  resisted. 

When  the  Christian  women  of  the  land  really  wake 
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up  to  the  injustice  that  has  been  done  to  the  Indian,  we 
feel  sure  that  one  great  step  toward  righting  the  wrong 
will  have  been  taken.  Hence,  your  Committee  have 
endeavored  to  circulate  pamphlets  and  leaflets  —  a  work 
which  we  hope  will  be  increased  the  coming  year. 
How  few,  relatively  speaking,  know  the  capabilities  of 
the  Indians;  how  few  have  visited  their  schools,  and 
seen  what  training,  for  a  limited  number  of  years  even, 
will  do,  both  in  the  rudiments  of  an  education  and  in  the 
various  industrial  branches.  When  this  knowledge  is 
more  thoroughly  spread  abroad,  the  great  wrong  that  is 
and  has  been  done  —  by  never  helping  these  Indians  to 
help  themselves  —  will  be  apparent  to  all ;  a  desire  to 
urge  Government  to  give  them  their  rights  will  be  uni- 
versal, and  the  day  begin  to  dawn  for  them.  Do  let 
us  see  to  it  that  the  words  of  those  good  men  and  women 
who  have  written  in  the  Indian's  behalf  be  widely  cir- 
culated. Every  member  of  this  Association  can  do  so 
much  toward  the  desired  end. 

During  the  year,  we  have  helped,  by  our  contributions, 
the  school  at  Carlisle  —  grateful  acknowledgment  of 
which  was  made  by  Capt.  Pratt,  and  read  in  one  of  our 
public  meetings.  We  have  also  aided  Bishop  Hare  in 
his  work  in  Dakota,  and  have  been  pleased  to  send  funds 
to  help  the  unfortunate  women  of  Alaska.  If  the  ladies 
will  read  the  tract,  "To  Sisters,  from  Sisters,  by  Sis- 
ters," they  will  scarcely  wonder  that  this  Board  felt 
moved  to  send   something  there. 

The  coming  year,  however,  the  attention  of  the  So- 
ciety having  been  called  to  its  relation  to  the  National 
Association,  and  the  constitution  of  the  parent  society 
having  been  modified  so  as  to  make  this  relation  still  more 
close,  our  funds  will  be  disbursed  mainly  through  that 
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channel.  In  connection  with  this,  it  should  be  stated  that, 
during  the  year,  a  new  department  of  work  among  the 
Indians  has  been  decided  upon,  and  is  soon  to  be  under- 
taken by  the  parent  society.  The  duty  of  that  Society  to 
enter  new  fields  and  work  among  wild  tribes,  has  become 
plain  ;  and  its  efforts  seem  providentially  to  be  turned 
toward  the  Navajos,  at  Fort  Defiance,  New  Mexico. 
Here,  as  many  of  you  know,  seems  to  be  a  most  attract- 
ive opening.  Major  Riordon,  the  agent,  offers  protec- 
tion to  our  teachers,  and  Government  gives  the  use  of 
its  adobe  houses.  Two  teachers  are  already  elected  to 
go,  and  your  Committee  earnestly  hope  that  more  may 
soon  be  secured,  and  that  Massachusetts  may  have  the 
pleasure  of  supporting  one  of  these.  We  commend  to 
your  careful  reading  the  leaflet  called  "The  Navajos,"  and 
we  feel  sure  that  you  will  be  only  too  glad  to  be  a  real 
helper  to  the  parent  society  in  this  branch  of  the  work. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association  attention  was 
called  to  the  phraseology  of  the  missionary  Resolution 
introduced  at  the  annual  meeting  in  Philadelphia,  Oct. 
27,  1883.  The  inadvisability  of  retaining  any  restrictive 
word  in  a  National  Association  was  advanced. 

Your  Executive  Committee  sent  a  request  to  the 
parent  society,  that  they  "  so  modify  the  Resolution, 
that  all  Christian  women  can  still  solicit  sympathy  and 
aid,"  for  the  work.  This  has  been  done,  and  the  Reso- 
lution, as  reaffirmed  and  amended,  reads  thus:  ^^ Re- 
solved, That  our  work  among  Indians  be  done  in  tribes 
where  no  missionary  society  is  laboring ;  that  we  will, 
if  possible,  secure  Government  help  for  our  work ;  and 
that  we  will,  as  soon  as  in  the  judgment  of  our  Execu- 
tive Board  the  station  is  in  good  working  order,  resign 
it  to  the  care  of  some  missionary  society." 
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The  Corresponding  Secretary,  Mrs.  Quinton,  writes  : 
"  I  am  happy  to  tell  you  that  our  Board  to-day,  by  a 
strong  vote,  moved  to  '  reaffirm  and  adopt  the  Resolu- 
tion as  (herein)  amended,'  and  hereafter  to  drop  the 
word  Evangelical  from  our  leaflets,  or  to  substitute  the 
word  Christian  for  it.  And  now  may  the  spirit  of  union, 
concord,  and  devotion  to  our  whole  work  for  making 
public  sentiment,  and  for  doing  true  Christian  work 
among  the  helpless  tribes  of  our  land,  fill  all  our  hearts, 
and  give  us  the  success  such  a  union  ought  to  secure." 

For  this  concession,  though  it  be  but  just,  we  are 
thankful  to-day.  We  feel  grateful  to  the  parent  society 
for  lending  so  quick  an  ear  to  our  petition,  and  are  more 
in  earnest,  if  possible,  to  have  all  work  with  them  in 
loving  accord,  one  strong  phalanx,  moving  to  the  sup- 
pression of  wrong.  To  do  this,  we  earnestly  beg  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  our  Associa- 
tion. 

Will  you  not  endeavor  to  bring  more  of  your  friends 
into  the  Association,  that  they  may  be  led  to  give  us  of 
their  counsels  and  material  help  .-*  God  grant  us  grace 
the  coming  year  to  work  in  loving  sympathy,  and  wis- 
dom to  so  manage  the  affairs  of  this  Association  that 
great  good  may  result  to  the  Indian  and  his  cause,  and 
honor  redound  to  the  name  of  Him  who,  when  he  was 
upon  earth,  went  about  to  relieve  the  sufferings  of  a 
sinful  world.

(Constitution. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 


This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Associ- 
ation, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society  known  as  the  National 
Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be :  First,  To  awaken,  by 
every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which  shall  move 
our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians  within  our 
national  limits,  and  to  the  granting  them  the  same  protection  of  law  that 
other  races  enjoy  among  us ;  and,  Second,  To  aid  in  educational  and 
mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE   III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be,  as  in  the 
parent  society,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  Association's 
object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II. ;  the  circulation  of  memorials  to  Con- 
gress on  behalf  of  Indians ;  the  securing  popular  meetings  and  articles  in 
the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right  sentiment  concerning  our 
national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Indians ;  and  the  adoption  of  such 
other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Association,  shall  seem  fitted  to 
further  the   ends   desired. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 
This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers  ;  viz.,  a  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,   a   Recording  Secretary,    a    Corresponding  Secretary,    and  a 
Treasurer —  all  of  whom  shall  perform  the  duties  usual  to  their  offices.    The 
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officers  shall  be  ladies  ;  the  President,  Secretaries,  and  Treasurer  resident 
in,  or  conveniently  near,  Boston ;  and  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing, which  shall  be  held  in  January  of  each  year. 

ARTICLE  V. —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting  from 
the  members  of  the  Association.  It  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secre- 
taries, Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  committees,  who,  with 
sixteen  others,  shall  be  representatives  of  the  various  denominations  by  not 
more  than  four  from  any  one  denomination.  It  shall  have  power  to  fill 
any  vacancy  in  its  membership  during  the  year,  in  accordance  with  the 
above  conditions. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  general 
work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society,  and 
with  the  approval  of  this  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Membership. 

Any  lady  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the  payment  of 
one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  payment  of  ten  dollars  shall 
constitute  any  lady  a  life  member  of  this  and  the  parent  society. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Amendment. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Associ- 
ation by  a  vote  of  two -thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that  such 
change  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  National  Indian 
Association;  and  that  two  weeks'  notice  of  such  intention  be  given. 


BY-IiAWS. 


Article  I.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice- 
Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and 
Assistant  Treasurer;  a  Finance  Committee  of  five,  consisting  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Treasurer,  and  three  chosen  from  the  Executive  Committee  ;  a  Com- 
mittee on  the  Press,  Literature,  and  Subscription,  on  Printing,  and  on 
Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer  and  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee, 
together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a  committee  of 
twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Art.  II.  The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or 
some  one  chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Associ- 
ation and  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Association  well  informed 
of  the  work  in  general  undertaken  by  them.  She  shall  state  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  either  in  person  or  by  writing,  at  each  meeting,  what  sub- 
jects she  wishes  to  bring  before  the  Association. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  the  meetings  of 
the  Association,  notify  all  officers  of  their  election  and  committees  of  their 
appointment,  and  prepare  the  Annual  Report. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association,  and 
disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscribers 
and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association,  and  pay 
the  same  to  the   Treasurer. 

Art  III,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  use  all 
legitimate  means  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  forward  the  objects 
of  the  Association,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and  have  a 
general  oversight  of  the  finances  of  the  Association,  and  make  a  full  report 
at  the  annual  meeting. 
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Art.  IV,  No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the 
treasury  shall  be  created  except  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  Association  present  at  a  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose. 

Art.  V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision 
of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money. 
It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings  from  November  to  May,  and  special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Art.  VI.  The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them,  and  shall  be  re- 
quired to  keep  an  account  of  the  expenses  of  her  committee,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Finance  Committee ;  said  expenses  to  be  met  by  the  Treas- 
urer. 

Art.  VII.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  As- 
sociation, and  seven  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

Art.  VIII.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in 
January^  on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive 
Committee  direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

Art.  IX.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Association  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a 
notice  of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

Honorable  Secretary  of  the  Interior  in  his  Report  for  1882,  pages  14-17, 
are  adapted  to  secure  desired  results, — 

Therefore,  We  most  respectfully  and  earnestly  pray  : 

1st.  That  adequate  appropriations  for  carrying  out  the  above  plans  may 
at  once  be  made,  and  that,  as  soon  as  practicable,  these  funds  may  be 
used  as  recommended  in  the  Report. 

2d.  That  lands  in  severalty,  making  their  titles  inalienable  for  twenty- 
five  years,  and  United  States  citizenship,  may  be  granted  at  once  to  all 
Indians  who  so  desire. 

3d.  That  the  legal  personality  of  all  Indians  may  be  granted,  and  that 
protection  of  law  may  be  given  them  as  it  is  to  all  other  races  within  these 
United  States. 

4th.  That  the  civilization  of  Indians  may  be  hastened  by  providing  for, 
and  rewarding,  their  civilized  industries.

FJbpoi^t  of  ifhe  Segp^bhiai^y. 


In  entering  upon  the  third  year  of  its  existence,  the 
officers  of  this  Association  can  truly  say  that  the  interest 
of  the  work  increases,  as  we  go  on  —  that  a  more  familiar 
knowledge  of  the  condition  and  needs  of  the  Indians, 
creates  a  more  ardent  desire  to  help  them,  and  a  deeper 
sense  of  the  varied  and  cruel  injustice  with  which  they 
have  been  and  are  now  treated. 

The  Massachusetts  branch  has,  within  the  year,  held 
three  well-attended  public  meetings  at  the  Old  South 
Meeting-house,  has  circulated  numerous  petitions,  and 
has  freely  distributed  its  literature  wherever  there  has 
been  a  fair  prospect  of  pamphlets  and  leaflets  being  read; 
three  thousand  five  hundred  of  the  latter  having  been  or- 
dered from  Philadelphia.  The  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  are  monthly  during  the  winter,  and  the  Officers 
are  in  constant  communication  with  Mrs.  Quinton,  the 
indefatigable  Secretary  of  the  National  Association ;  to 
whose  efforts  and  labors  we  owe  our  first  organization,  and 
to  whose  broad,  catholic  spirit  is  largely  due  the  national 
character  of  the  work.  As  in  each  State  the  local  Asso- 
ciation   is   formed,    all   are  united   under  one  head,    the 


National  Association  ;  and  now  that  we  can  claim  fellow- 
laborers  in  twenty-two  States  of  the  Union,  we  rejoice 
with  glad  sympathy  in  a  work  untrammeled  by  restraints 
of  place,  habit,  or  sect  —  but  broad  as  our  country  itself, 
and  as  comprehensive  as  the  hearts  and  consciences  of 
all  can  make  it. 

In  Massachusetts  we  would  gladly  do  more,  had  we 
larger  means.  We  are  now  able  to  support  but  one 
teacher,  at  a  salary  of  $500;  but  we  trust  that  even  this 
year  our  friends  will  enable  us  to  promise  to  support 
another,  and  we  aspire  to  send  out,  year  by  year,  always 
one  teacher  more  than  the  last ;  so  that  it  may  truly  be 
seen  that  a  light  has  arisen  upon  the  darkness  of  igno- 
rance. It  is  ignorance,  not  dullness,  that  has  to  be  strug- 
gled with.  The  children  of  almost  all  the  tribes  are 
naturally  bright.  Our  teacher  is  at  present  among  the 
Otoes,  in  Indian  Territory,  engaged  in  what  is  called 
"preparatory  missionary  work"  —  that  is,  she  lives  at  a 
Station,  visits  the  Indian  women  at  their  homes,  espe- 
cially the  sick,  and  teaches  anything  and  everything — the 
care  of  their  houses,  personal  cleanliness,  the  care  of  their 
children,  cooking,  sewing,  Christianity.  A  few  of  them 
are  cordial  and  affectionate,  readily  confiding  in  her ;  and 
as  soon  as  she  speaks  to  them  of  God  and  of  Christ,  are 
eager  to  be  taught.  Others,  again,  are  indifferent,  greedy 
for  presents,  averse  to  work.  The  life  is  one  of  great 
loneliness,  requiring  resolution  and  the  courage  of  faith. 
The  greatest  sympathy  our  teacher,  Mrs.  McGlashan, 
has  receiv"fed  during  the  whole  year,  has  come  from  a 
suffering,  dying  woman,  whom  she  took  home  to  nurse, 
and  tend,  and  teach, —  to  whom  she  must  have  been  as  an 
angel, —  and  who  has  repaid  her  with  loving  gratitude  and 
a  boundless   faith.     In   the    most  acute   distress  she  has 
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prayed  that  she  might  recover,  in  order  to  "tell  all  the 
world  "  of  Jesus. 

Mrs.  McGlashan  thus  describes  her  first  sewing-school : 
"  I  had  set  the  time  at  2  p.  m.,  and  one  after  another 
came  in  with  their  pappooses  on  their  backs,  till  I  had 
about  ten.  The  day  was  fearful  —  so  hot!  I  had  cut  off 
half  a  dozen  towels  for  them  to  hem,  and  little  loops  of 
tape  for  the  ends,  and  the  patterns  of  letters  for  them  to 
mark  in  the  center :  each  one  was  to  have  the  initial  of 
her  first  name.  Some  were  dirty  and  disagreeable,  so  I 
told  them  I  wished  them  to  come  to  me  next  week  as 
clean  as  one  of  their  pretty  prairie  flowers  —  that  I 
looked  on  them  as  my  sisters,  loved  them,  and  would 
work  for  them  ;  but  that  I  wanted  them  to  work  now,  to 
help  me  to  help  them,  and  I  made  some  of  them  under- 
stand it.  I  wish  I  could  tell  you  how  interested  they 
were  to  take  away  their  towels.  They  wanted  soap :  I 
had  none.  I  would  like  to  give  each  woman  a  cake  of 
soap  a  month,  until  she  is  established.  I  was  so  pleased 
with  one  young  squaw  who  learned  fifteen  letters  while 
she  was  here  that  day,  and  said  them  to  me  without  the 
book !  I  had  a  good  time  myself,  and  was  happier  than 
since  I  left  home." 

Another  extract :  "  I  am  getting  to  be  a  squaw  dress- 
maker. A  man  came  to  me  to-day  and  said  he  heard  a 
good  white  squaw  make  a  dress  for  his  squaw.  I  told 
him  to  send  her  to  me,  and  I  would  show  her  how. 
These  women  come  to  ask  me  to  do  all  sorts  of  things  for 
them,  from  patchwork  to  tight  basques,  "like  white 
squaws."  I  think  I  have,  on  an  average,  twelve  of  them 
here  in  a  day,  one  after  another.  But  these  requests  fur- 
nish just  the  openings  needed  to  teach  them  to  help 
themselves ;  and  while  they  are  in  the  cottage,  they  con- 


stantly  see  light  on  the  making  of  homes  and  home-com- 
forts." 

These  extracts  set  clearly  before  you  the  daily  details 
of  life,  and  the  many  sacrifices  and  labors  of  a  faithful 
missionary-teacher.  The  necessity,  for  most  Indians,  of 
preparatory  training  seems  proved.  Only  the  person  on 
the  spot  can  judge  when  the  right  moment  has  come  to 
appeal  to  the  heart,  and  try  to  arouse  the  spiritual  nature. 
Tact,  experience,  and  love  must  be  her  guide. 

Shall  we  not,  out  of  our  abundant  homes,  resolve  upon 
some  personal  sacrifice  to  aid  those  who  give  their  lives 
to  this  self-denying  work  ?  And  do  we  not  hopefully  ask 
the  blessing  of  God  upon  a  service  which  has  for  its  sole 
object  the  redemption  of  the  races  that  our  ancestors 
found  on  this  continent,  who,  having  known  the  white 
man  chiefly  as  an  oppressor,  yet  give  him  a  welcome 
when  he  comes  as  a  friend  ?

fiNNUAIi   FjEPOI^iIi. 


The  review  of  the  past  year  is  not  an  unpleasing  one. 
The  work  has  been  continued,  though  not  extended,  as  we 
hoped  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  Our  ambition  then  was 
to  have  a  second  missionary -teacher  in  the  field,  but  we  have 
not  been  able  to  pay  a  second  salary  of  $500.  We  have, 
however,  kept  up  the  first ;  have  aided  Miss  Fletcher's 
excellent  scheme  of  building  cottages  for  married  Indians 
on  the  reservations  ;  and  we  took  a  good  share  of  the  ex- 
pense of  White  Ghost's  visit  to  Boston.  The  pathetic 
aspect  and  gentle  manners  of  that  chief  will  not  easily  be 
forgotten  by  those  who  saw    him. 

In  addition  to  these,  our  large  expenses,  we  have  had  the 
usual  outlays  for  holding  meetings,  and  for  the  printing  and 
distribution  of  reports  and  of  1,500  leaflets.  It  is  a  short  list 
of  work,  which  we  would  gladly  lengthen.  But,  first,  the 
means  must  be  in  our  hands.  Our  donations  during  the 
past  year  have  been  very  liberal,  but  are  hardly  to  be  relied  on 
as  sources  of  income,  though  they  have  enabled  us  to  do  much 
that  we  should  have  otherwise  failed  to  accomplish.  We 
have  now  three  hundred  and  fifty-five  annual  subscribers, 
eighteen  of  whom  are  also  life  members ;  and  have  had,  in 
all,  eighty-two  life  members. 

Within  the  year,  we  have  changed  both  teachers  and 
station.  Mrs.  MacGlashan,  our  faithful  and  devoted  mission- 
ary at  Otoe,  I.  T.,  resigned  her  position  last  October,  and  we 


have  taken  in  her  stead  Miss  White,  a  young  lady  who  is 
just  starting  for  Round  Valley,  Cal.  There  is  nothing  to  be 
regretted  in  these  changes.  Otoe  is  taken  by  a  Congregational 
church  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  who  will  send  their  own  mission- 
ary, and  probably  build  her  a  cottage,  thereby  saving  her 
from  removals  and  discomforts  that  have  impaired  Mrs.  Mac- 
Glashan's  usefulness.  We  have  reason  to  believe  that  good 
work  has  been  done  at  Otoe,  and  that  the  new  missionary 
will  reap  the  harvest  that  we  sowed.  These  are  extracts 
from  Mrs.  MacGlashan's  letter  :  — 

"  Hori-gor-rie's  daughter,  Sor-tee-kee-tee,  and  the  second 
chief's  daughter,  and  Swa-da-ka-re-me, — which  means,  *I 
have  seen  the  Spirit,'  — and  one  other,  and  Rachel,  are  regu- 
lar attendants  at  the  school,  and  are  sewing  on  the  quilts. 
They  like  dress-stuffs,  and  under  garments,  and  handker- 
chiefs to  hem,  and  towels,  and  skirts,  and  things  they  can 
make  quickly.  They  sew  well  and  rapidly,  and  apply  them- 
selves closely.  The  second  chiefs  daughter  is  one  of  the 
prettiest  creatures  I  ever  saw.  Her  father  is  very  careful  of 
her.  It  is  wonderful  how  they  love  their  children  ;  and  yet, 
in  spite  of  tears  and  entreaties,  will  sell  them  for  ponies, 
blankets,  and  trash." 

"  Please  ask  the  ladies  not  to  send  clothing  made  up,  but 
cut  and  basted,  ready  to  make  up,  and  thread,  thimbles,  etc. 
The  women  were  more  interested  when  we  began  making 
the  cut  and  basted  garments.  The  sewing-school  varies  in 
attendance,  and   is  small  in  planting-time    and  in  harvest." 

"  I  returned  from  a  short  absence  on  Wednesday  evening, 
and  such  a^  reception  as  I  had  when  I  came  home  !  The 
school-children,  who  did  not  much  care  for  me,  as  I  supposed, 
came  like  a  flock  of  dark  birds,  with  arms  like  wings  ex- 
tended, and,  running  vigorously,  caught  me,  embraced  and 
caressed  me,  until  I  nearly  cried  for  joy.     Rachel  says  they 
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seldom  do  anything  like  that.  The  next  day,  also,  I  had 
hardly  a  moment  even  to  get  food,  from  breakfast  till  five 
o'clock,  for  their  visits  of  welcome.  All  day  they  came  in 
groups,  and  I  was  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  they  have 
for  me,  after  all,  a  little  heart.  To-day  I  actually  had  to 
surrender  the  house  to  them,  and  take  my  writing-materials 
elsewhere,  in  order  to  write." 

"  Many  who  cannot  come  to  sewing-school  drop  in  and 
see  how  a  house  clean  and  tidy  looks  with  every  trifle  utililized, 
and  thus  a  real  object-lesson  to  them.  Every  Saturday  I  leave 
the  house-door  open  while  going  on  with  my  daily  work,  it 
being  understood  that  they  are  at  liberty  to  come  in  and  in- 
spect what  is  going  on.  I  welcome  them  with  a  smile  as 
they  look  on  with  curious  eyes,  and  appear  to  be  discussing 
with  each  other  the  modes  of  work." 

In  a  private  letter,  after  mentioning  some  of  the  Indians' 
faults  and  bad  habits,  she  says  :  "While  I  desire  a  different 
state  of  things,  I  feel  that  they  are  certainly  happy  in  their 
blissful  ignorance.  They  are  devotedly  fond  of  their  children, 
and  the  mother  is  simply  a  slave  to  her  child.  I  hardly  ever 
hear  a  child  cry,  and  if  so,  but  for  a  minute.  I  have  never 
heard  an  angry  word  between  them,  or  seen  a  look.  They 
are  the  happiest  creatures  for  such  a  wronged  people  I  ever 
saw.  I  have  no  hope  other  than  to  Christianize  them."  And, 
again:  "No  head  way  will  ever  be  made  with  these  people  by 
mere  secular  work.  The  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  alone  will 
do  the  needed  work,  but  we  may,  do,  and  must  add  the  other 
and  earthly  teaching."  In  this  connection,  let  us  hear  what 
the  President  of  the  United  States  says  in  his  message  to 
Congress:  "The  history  of  all  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  in  the  civilization  of  the  Indian,  will,  I  think,  disclose 
the  fact  that  the  beginning  has  been  religious  teaching,  fol- 
lowed by  or  accompanying  secular  education." 


This  is  the  one  point  on  which  all  friends  of  all  tribes  of 
Indians  agree.  There  are  advocates  for  the  distribution  of 
land  in  severalty,  for  extended  jurisdiction  of  United  States 
courts,  for  the  giving  and  the  withholding  of  rations,  for  the 
abolition  and  the  preservation  of  the  Agency  system,  for 
building  schools  among  the  Indians  and  for  bringing  children 
East  to  be  taught,  for  providing  dwelling-houses  on  the  res- 
ervation, and  for  adherence  to  the  tribal  relation.  In  which 
direction  will  you  throw  your  influence }  A  small  organiza- 
tion cannot  work  for  all  these  schemes,  nor  can  many  of  us 
hope  to  travel  in  the  West  and  see  with  our  own  eyes  the 
objects  of  our  care.  This  domestic  mission- work  appeals 
strongly  to  the  sympathies  of  the  Association.  By  forming 
the  family^  by  raising  the  Indian  women,  and  by  developing 
those  natural  affections  which,  we  have  just  been  told,  bloom 
in  their  rude  life  like  a  wild  rose  in  the  desert,  we  lay  the 
foundation  of  all  that  is  high,  and  just,  and  pure  in  character. 
Let  us  continue  this  work,  which  is  not  a  cause  of  contention, 
which  is  universally  approved,  and  which  can  no  longer  be 
sneered  at  as  either  an  experiment  or  a  waste  of  time. 

Is  it  not  a  pitiful  spectacle  to  see  the  Administration  of 
a  nation  of  60,000,000  with  only  an  uncertain,  vacillating 
policy  toward  260,000  semi-savages  ?  But  if  we  ask  the 
reason  of  this  state  of  things,  do  we  not  find  it  in  the  apathy 
with  which  multitudes  of  us  have  always  regarded,  and  still 
do  regard,  the  whole  matter  ? 

One  man  has  inherited,  with  his  great-grandfather's  musket, 
the  feelings^ with  which  that  ancestor  pointed  it  at  an  Iroquois 
or  a  Huron  ;  another  has  had  a  cousin  in  Minnesota  during 
a  massacre,  and  accepts  the  frontiersman's  view  of  the  situa- 
tion as  necessarily  correct ;  a  third  believes  that  the  army 
officers  are  the  best  persons  in  the  world  to  deal  with  Indi- 
ans, but  being  himself  a  civilian,  does  not  feel  called  upon  to 
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make  the  slightest  effort  that  the  power  should  be  put  into 
the  hands  of  army  officers ;  a  fourth  holds  that  the  Indian 
must  be  exterminated  by  the  natural  increase  of  the  whites 
around  him,  but  never  glances  at  the  statistics  to  see  if  his 
theory  has  the  trifling  defect  of  being  not  true  ;  a  fifth  stands 
appalled  at  the  fathomless  iniquities  of  the  Indian  ring.  But 
why  enumerate  all  the  ways  in  which  we  say,  "  Peace, 
peace,"  when  "there  is  no  peace"? 

The  false  bargain  and  the  broken  promise  are  followed  by 
sure  retribution ;  but  until  the  dark  shadow  of  national  sins 
falls  across  our  own  individual  lives,  the  wheels  of  human 
justice  drag  heavily. 

There  are  many  signs  of  a  brighter  day.  People  of  intelli- 
gence and  sympathy  have  studied  the  habits,  manners,  forms 
of  government,  worship,  and  feelings  of  this  once-neglected 
race.  And  one  whose  talents  and  graces  fitted  her  to  adorn 
lighter  and  more  genial  spheres  of  work,  has  toiled  wearily 
among  old  records  of  disgrace,  that  she  might  bring  her 
countrymen  to  a  sense  of  shame  and  to  repentance ;  and  even 
on  her  death-bed  held  close  to  her  heart  the  needs  and  the 
sorrows  of  the  oppressed  Indians. 

We  can  no  longer  plead  the  ignorance  which  was  true  in 
our  fathers'  days.  Many  facts  lie  open  before  us.  It  rests 
with  our  hearts  and  our  consciences  to  take  up  a  work  which 
cries  to  Heaven  to  be  done. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  stand  ready  to  be  the  ser- 
vants of  the  public — to  add  thought  and  labor  to  whatever 
money  may  be  intrusted  to  it.  If  we  could  pay  five  salaries, 
there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  finding  the  missionary-teachers 
and  sending  them  forth  promptly. 

Nor  is  our  effort  limited  to  one  department.  Last  summer, 
feeling  the  need  of  added  organization  within  the  State,  we 
called  to  our  aid  the  untiring  Secretary  of  the  National  Asso-

elation  ;  and  the  way  having  been  prepared  for  her  by  a  com- 
mittee of  our  board,  she  held  meetings  in  Pittsfield,  Worcester, 
Lowell,  Salem,  Fall  River,  and  at  the  New  England  Conser- 
vatory of  Music. 

Some  of  the  new  societies  have  formally  united  with  us ; 
all  give  us  sympathy  and  aid.  Toward  these  young  sister 
Associations,  we,  only  three  years  older,  stretch  out  the  hand 
of  cordial  greeting. 

The  Indian  Rights  Association  has  relieved  us  of  much 
of  a  difficult  part  of  the  original  task  —  the  bringing  of  influ- 
ence and  pressure  to  bear  upon  Legislators.  The  presence 
of  Professor  Painter  in  Washington  is  a  guarantee  of  a  con- 
stant watch  upon  all  bills  before  Congress  relating  to  Indians. 
The  well-known  favorable  dispositions  towards  "the  Cause" 
of  our  Massachusetts  Senators  and  Representatives  need  no 
urgency  from  us. 

Under  these  auspices,  and  with  these  hopes,  we  ask  your 
material  aid  and  your  spiritual  God-speed  in  the  work  we 
gladly  undertake.

(iONSHiIiPUTION. 


ARTICLE   I.— Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian  As- 
sociation, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as  the 
National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE   II.— Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be:  First,  To  awaken, 
by  every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which  shall 
move  our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians 
within  our  national  limits,  and  to  the  granting  them  the  same  protec- 
tion of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us ;  and.  Second,  To  aid  in 
educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE  III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be,  as 
in  the  parent  society,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  Asso- 
ciation's object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II. ;  the  circulation  of  memorials 
to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians;  the  securing  popular  meetings  and 
articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right  sentiment 
concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Indians;  and 
the  adoption  of  such  others  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Asso- 
ciation, shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers;  viz.,  a  Presi- 
dent, Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, and  a  Treasurer  —  all  of  whom  shall  perform  the  duties  usual  to 
their  offices.  The  officers  shall  be  ladies;  the  President,  Secretaries, 
and  Treasurer  resident  in,  or  conveniently  near,  Boston ;  and  shall  be 
elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  which  shall  be  held  in  January  of  each 
year. 
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ARTICLE  V. —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting 
from  the  members  of  the  Association.  It  shall  consist  of  the  President, 
Secretaries,  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  each  of  the  committees, 
who,  with  sixteen  others,  shall  be  representatives  of  the  various  denom- 
inations bj  not  more  than  four  from  any  one  denomination.  It  shall 
have  power  to  fill  anj  vacancy  in  its  membership  during  the  year,  in 
accordance  with  the  above  conditions. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  gen- 
eral work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society, 
and  with  the  approval  of  this  Association. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Membership. 

Any  lady  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  payment  of  ten 
dollars  shall  constitute  any  lady  a  life  member  of  this  and  the  parent 
society. 

ARTICLE  VII.— Amendment. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  As- 
sociation by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  that 
such  change  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the  National 
Indian  Association ;  and  that  two  weeks'  notice  of  such  intention  be 
given. 


By-Lcaws. 


Article  I.  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer and  Assistant  Treasurer;  a  Finance  Committee  of  five,  consist- 
ing of  the  President,  Treasurer,  and  three  chosen  from  the  Executive 
Committee;  a  Committee  on  the  Press,  Literature,  and  Subscription, 
on  Printing,  and  on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer  and  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee, 
together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a  committee 
of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Art.  II.  The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or 
some  one  chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Association  and  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Association  well  in- 
formed of  the  work  in  general  undertaken  by  them.  She  shall  state 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  either  in  person  or  by  writing,  at  each 
meeting,  what  subject  she  wishes  to  bring  before  the  Association. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  all  the  meetings 
of  the  Association,  notify  all  officers  of  their  election  and  committees  of 
their  appointment,  and  prepare  the  Annual  Report. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
and  disburse  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscribers 
and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association,  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  III.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  use  all 
legitimate  means  to  obtain  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  forward  the 
objects  of  the  Association,  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  and 
have  a  general  oversight  of  the  finances  of  the  Association,  and  make 
a  full  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 
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Art.  IV.  No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  treas- 
ury shall  be  created  except  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  Association  present  at  a  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose. 

Art.  V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervis- 
ion of  all  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the 
money.  It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings  from  November  to  May,  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  VI.  The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  any  plan  of  -worh  adopted  by  them,  and  shall  be 
required  to  keep  an  account  of  the  expenses  of  her  committee,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee;  said  expenses  to  be  met  by  the 
Treasurer. 

Art.  VII.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
Association,  and  seven  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business. 

Art.  VIII.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held 
in  January,  on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive 
Committee  direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the 
Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

Art.  IX.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Association  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a 
notice  of  such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

'''■  Rvery  Jniman  being  born  upon  our  Continent,  or  ivho  comes  here 
fr07n  any  quarter  of  the  Globe,  tvhether  savage  or  civilized,  can  go  to 
our  Courts  for  protection — except  those  -who  belong  to  the  tribes  who 
once  oivned  this  country.  The  Cannibal  from  the  Islands  of  the 
Pacific,  the  vjorst  criminals  from  Europe,  Asia,  or  Africa,  can  appeal 
to  the  Laws  and  Courts  for  their  rights  of  person  and  property  —  all, 
save  our  native  Indians,  who,  above  all,  should  be  protected  from 
wrong." — Gov.  Horatio  Seymour.

In  calling  the  Association  together  to  hear  our  annual 
reports,  we  are  glad  to  present  many  points  of  hope  and 
encouragement  during  the  past  year,  the  latest  and  best 
being  the  passage  through  Congress  last  month  of  Mr. 
Dawes'  Indian  Severalty  Bill,  now  awaiting  only  the  Presi- 
dent's undoubted  sanction  to  become  law.  This  will  per- 
mit every  Indian  who  desires  it  to  own  i6o  acres  of  land, 
by  a  clear,  secure,  individual  title,  and  to  build  his  house 
and  till  his  ground  without  fear  lest  the  fruit  of  his  labor  be 
torn  from  him  by  some  new  Government  action  with  respect 
to  the  tribe,  or  by  the  greed  of  unscrupulous  settlers.  And, 
lest  his  ignorance  and  lack  of  business  training  lead  him  to 
make  ruinous  bargains,  it  provides  also  that  the  land  shall  be 
inalienable  for  twenty-five  years,  thus  giving  him  and  his 
children  time  to  establish  themselves,  and  form  the  new 
habits  of  settled  citizenship.  It  assures  him  protection  of 
the  law  for  his  home,  at  least,  and  makes  a  steady  and  self- 
supporting  life  possible  for  him.  All  through  the  long  days 
of  last  May  and  June  we  watched,  with  nothing  less  than 
anguish,  for  the  passing  of  this  Bill,  shoved  aside  in  the 
House  by  considerations  of  far  less  importance  to  the  national 
honor.  That  session  closed  in  disappointment ;  but  now,  so 
early  in  the  next,  the  humane  wisdom  of  a  few  statesmen, 
the   patient,  unrelaxing   effort   of   the   true   friends   of  the 


Indian,  at  Washington,  the  urgency  and  fervor  brought  to 
bear  by  the  Indian  Rights  Association,  the  Woman's  Na- 
tional Indian  Association,  and  the  Mohonk  Conference,  have 
their  reward,  and  a  great  step  is  taken  on  the  path  of  national 
reparation.  Massachusetts  may  rejoice  that  her  influence 
has  been  strongly  felt  in  the  movement,  and  may  take  still 
deeper  satisfaction  in  the  signs  which  tell  that  all  through 
the  land  public  opinion  is  beginning  to  awake  to  the  right- 
eous claims  of  the  red  man.  The  President,  in  his  Message 
to  Congress,  takes  a  stand  in  Indian  affairs  for  which  we  are 
glad  to  utter  our  gratitude.  In  lending  the  sanction  of  his 
great  place  to  such  sentiments  of  national  justice  and  mercy, 
he  has  done  real  service  to  the  cause  for  which  we  labor — the 
cause  of  a  helpless  people  who  cannot  speak  for  themselves. 

Our  mission-work  in  Round  Valley,  Cal.,  has  begun  well. 
By  the  help  of  our  Branch  societies  (Cambridge  alone  fur- 
nishing $250),  we  are  enabled  this  year  to  support  a  second 
teacher,  Miss  Boorman,  who  went  out  in  May  with  Miss 
White.  A  letter  from  Miss  W.  on  their  arrival  says  :  "  We 
were  the  first  ladies  who  came  over  the  road,  or  mountain 
trail ;  for  it  is  hardly  proper  to  dignify  such  a  passage-way  by 
the  name  of  road.  I  do  not  think  that  Eastern  people  could 
have  understood  what  was  meant  by  a  '  bad  road  '  in  Western 
parlance,  had  we  not  had  the  experience  of  journeying  over  it. 
Part  of  the  way  it  was  not  safe  to  ride,  and  we  got  out  and 
walked.  In  many  places  the  '  road '  was  along  an  old  creek- 
bed,  and  water  was  up  to  the  knees  of  the  horses." 

She  continues:  "We  shall  have  to  do  the  most  of  our 
work  among  the  women  in  their  homes ;  and  oh  !  there  is  so 
much  to  be  done  for  the  women  and  girls  here.  It  is  worse 
even  than  if  would  be  if  they  had  never  had  any  civilizing 
influences,  for  they  have  seen  only  the  worst  of  white  civiliza- 
tion, which  is,  in  many  respects,  more  barbarous  than  their 
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barbarism.  ...  It  is,  indeed,  hard  for  an  Indian  woman 
to  lead  a  virtuous,  sober  life  here  ;  yet  there  are  those  who 
have,  and  we  hope  there  will  be  many  more  to  follow  in  their 
footsteps.  We  have  found  several  Christians,  real  Christians, 
whose  lives  prove  their  Christianity,  among  the  Indians  ;  but 
there  are  a  great  many  who  'joined  the  church'  because  land 
was  promised  them  for  so  doing.  It  is  heart-rending  to  hear 
some  of  them  talk  about  the  number  of  years  they  have 
been  waiting  for  their  own  land  to  be  given  to  them.  One, 
David  Jackson  (Hi-ka-ta-ah),  said  to  me  the  day  after  I 
came :  '  I  no  believe  white  man.  Preacher,  he  promise 
Injun  land.  I  wait  nine  years,  and  no  land  come  yet.  I  no 
believe  white  man.     He  tell  lie,' 

"  '  But,  David,'  I  said,  '  white  woman  no  tell  you  lie.  You 
believe  white  woman,  won't  you  ?' 

"  '  Oh ! '  said  he,  turning  away,  '  I  know  thousand  white 
woman  tell  lie.' 

"  I  sighed,  but  determined  he  should  be  able  to  say  one 
white  woman  '  never  tell  lie.'  " 

In  a  letter  dated  October  5th,  Miss  White  says  that  the 
reservation  is  fifteen  miles  square,  and  chiefly  grazing  coun- 
try, on  which  the  rights  of  the  Indians  are  continually 
infringed,  and  that  redress  has  been  so  far  unattainable. 
There  are  several  tribes,  the  most  numerous  being  the  Ukies. 
They  live  in  houses,  almost  all  speak  English,  and  display  an 
unexpected  amount  of  schooling  among  the  children  ;  one  of 
the  boys  reading  aloud  the  "  Charge  of  the  Light  Brigade," 
and  another  choosing  the  "  Psalm  of  Life."  The  want 
among  them  seems  rather  of  moral  than  mental  education, 
and  except  in  their  legal  helplessness,  these  Indians  appear 
to  be  very  much  upon  a  par  with  many  of  the  lower  sort  of 
white  Americans.  The  town  of  Covelo,  which,  Miss  W. 
says,  is  looked  upon  much  as  Sodom  and   Gomorrah  were 
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of  old,  is  about  a  mile  from  them,  and  is  the  source  of  con- 
stant temptation  and  wickedness.  The  men  waste  their 
money  there  in  gambling  and  drinking,  and  the  women  lose 
better  and  more  irreparable  treasure.  Our  teachers  are  try- 
ing hard  to  bring  about  a  better  state  of  things  by  personal 
influence  and  visiting,  and  by  gathering  the  Indians  together 
for  Sunday -schools^  for  religious  instruction  and  prayer,  for 
work,  and  for  innocent  amusement.  Miss  W.  says  of  the 
sewing-school:  "We  had  to-day  25  present ;  7  of  them  are 
large  girls,  who  are  making  themselves  dresses  cut  from 
material  which  came  in  the  Philadelphia  box.  The  patch- 
work class  has  made  20  blocks  for  a  quilt.  Can  you  suggest 
a  plan  for  disposing  of  the  quilt  when  completed }  They 
need  singing-books  and  an  organ  in  the  Sunday-school.  Is 
there  any  chance  of  its  being  sold  in  the  East,  the  money 
being  used  to  help  buy  these  things  ?" 

It  must  be  remembered  that  these  ladies  have  been  in 
Round  Valley  only  six  months.  By  next  year  we  hope  to 
present  more  positive  results  of  their  devotion  to  their  work 
than  are  yet  possible. 

During  the  past  year  we  mourn  the  loss  from  our  number 
of  Miss  Hamlen,  whose  acquaintance  with  Indian  affairs, 
practical  energy,  and  religious  faith,  made  her  presence  an 
inspiration  to  all  who  worked  with  her,  and  who  now  must 
honor  her  memory  by  showing  that  her  "works  do  follow 
her." 

Our  Leaflet  Committee  has  distributed  1,050  leaflets  and 
150  Reports. 

Only  one  public  meeting  has  been  held  in  Boston  this 
year,  at  the  Old  South,  in  March,  when  Miss  Collins  and 
General  Armstrong  spoke  with  great  effect.  We  do  not  find 
it  wise  to  incur  the  expense  of  such  meetings  unless  we  can 
offer  some  remarkable  attraction  to  a  people  as  fond  of  nov- 
elty as  ever  were  the  Athenians. 
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An  important  part  of  our  work  the  past  twelvemonth  has 
been  the  strengthening  our  State  organization  by  new  branch 
societies.  Of  these,  nine  have  been  formed  since  our  last 
annual  meeting — three  in  January  and  one  in  August  by  the 
untiring  activity  of  Mrs.  Quinton,  and  five  more  in  July. 
One  of  the  nine — that  at  Newton — has  since  preferred,  like 
the  Worcester  society,  to  be  independent  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Association,  although  working  in  full  harmony  with  us 
and  with  the  Indian  Rights  Association.  This  leaves  us 
eight  new  branches  this  year  to  add  to  the  five  previously  in 
existence,  and  I  will  now  offer  a  condensed  report  from  each 
of  the  thirteen,  taking  them  in  the  order  of  their  formation. 

Lawrence. —  Mrs.  C.  M.  Cordley,  President;  Mrs.  Charles 
A.  Mooers,  Secretary.  Has  30  members,  and  has  held  eight 
board-meetings,  with  an  average  attendance  of  5. 

"  A  large  amount  of  reading-matter  has  been  distributed, 
and  a  deal  of  personal  influence  has  been  put  into  the  work  by 
some  half-dozen  ladies.  Those  who  have  thus  given  time 
and  study  to  it  feel  greatly  enriched  spiritually,  as  well  as 
mentally.  The  great  point  is  to  rouse  the  public  conscience. 
We  are  not  much  flattered  by  results  in  that  direction." 

Notwithstanding  this  moderate  estimate  of  their  success, 
Lawrence  is  now  sending  our  Treasurer  ^200  for  the  Cottage 
Building  Fund. 

Lowell. — Miss  Mary  F.  Eastman,  President ;  Miss  M.  E. 
Russell,  Secretary.  Has  49  annual  and  2  life  members,  and 
has  had  eight  meetings,  average  attendance  20 ;  besides  two 
public  meetings,  addressed  by  Senator  Dawes  and  Herbert 
Welsh,  Esq. 

"The  work  done  has  been  in  the  line  of  creating  and 
directing  public  opinion  on  the  Indian  question.  Our 
meetings  have  been  held  in  a  vestry,  and  the  public  invited. 
At  each  meeting  two  papers,  prepared  for  the  occasion,  have

been  read,  followed  by  remarks  and  general  discussion,  in 
which  any  one  was  invited  to  take  part.  The  papers  have 
been  of  much  interest,  and  contained  the  results  of  a  great 
deal  of  study ;  and  most  of  them  have  been  printed  entire  or 
in  part  by  our  local  journals,  and  one  was  published  in 
Zion's  Herald. 

Pittsfield. —  Mrs.  H.  L.  Dawes,  President;  Miss  C.  H. 
Redfield,  Secretary.  Has  47  members,  and  has  held 
quarterly  meetings,  average  attendance  20,  and  two  public 
meetings,  addressed  by  Senator  Dawes,  Mr.  Welsh,  Rev. 
E.  E.  Hale,  Captain  Pratt  of  Carlisle,  and  Professor  Painter. 

The  Leaflet  Committee  have  distributed  printed  matter, 
and  articles  have  been  sent  to  newspapers.  Magazines 
and  papers  are  circulated  among  members.  "The  only 
result  we  see  is  an  increase  of  interest  within  and  without 
the  Association."  This  would  of  itself  prove  good  work; 
but  they  go  on  to  say  that  they  sent  us  last  spring  ^25 
toward  the  salary  of  the  second  teacher,  and  that,  after 
paying  their  dues  to  the  National  Association  (which,  I 
may  as  well  say  here,  all  the  Branches  have  done),  they 
have  now  in  hand  ^27.32,  which  they  propose  to  give  to 
cottage   building. 

Salem. —  Mrs.  A.  H.  Johnson,  President ;  Mrs.  V.  H. 
Lee,  Secretary.  Has  59  annual  and  5  life  members,  and 
has  held  five  meetings,  average  attendance  10,  besides  other 
meetings, —  one  very  interesting  one  on  Fast  Day,  with  two 
of  the  Hampton  Indians.  They  gave  $50  toward  the  second 
teacher's  salary,  ^50  to  Miss  Goodale,  and  have  about  ^70 
remaining.  Yet  the  Secretary  says,  "  I  feel  a  little  despair 
at  times  over  our  feeble  efforts"  ;  and  I  cannot  help  connect- 
ing this  with  another  clause  in  the  letter,  i.  e.,  "No  printed 
matter  has  been  distributed."  People  must  know  before 
they  can  care ;  and  to  urge  upon  their  attention  such  papers 
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as  Mrs.  Jackson's  Report  upon  the  Mission  Indians,  or  Mr. 
Thayer's  speech,  printed  by  the  Cambridge  Branch,  cannot 
fail  to   arouse  their  interest. 

Fall  River. — The  Fall  River  report  should  come  in  order 
here  ;  but  that  Branch  is  in  a  state  of  suspended  animation, 
in  which  we  are  sure  it  is  gathering  strength  for  new  and 
active  growth. 

Cambridge. —  Mrs.  H.  O.  Houghton,  President ;  Mrs. 
Goodwin  and  Mrs.  Arnold,  Secretaries.  Has  187 members; 
five  association  meetings,  average  attendance  60 ;  nine  board 
meetings,  average  attendance  11  ;  two  public  meetings. 
The  Society  has  printed  and  distributed  as  a  leaflet  2,000 
copies  of  Professor  Thayer's  speech,  besides  scattering  570 
copies  of  other  leaflets. 

It  sent  a  petition  to  Congress  to  urge  on  the  Dawes  Bill 
with  over  600  signatures. 

It  has  paid  half  the  salary  of  our  second  teacher  in  Cali- 
fornia, carried  on  correspondence  with  her,  sent  Christmas 
presents  to  the  Indians  under  her  charge,  and  is  preparing 
a  box  to  send  in  the  spring. 

It  has  given  ^150  to  the  Citizenship  Committee  of  Boston 
to  aid  in  watching  the  Dawes  Bill,  and  ^75  for  legal  aid  to 
the  Mission  Indians. 

Fitchburg. —  I  have  no  details  from  Fitchburg,  where 
Mrs.  Hastings  is  President,  and  Mrs.  Davis,  Secretary ;  but 
I  am  glad  to  see  they  have  sent  a  delegate  to-day. 

Lenox. — Mrs.  Rackemann,  President;  Mrs.  Chester  Bond,- 
Secretary.  "Formed  last  July;  28  members.  Four  board- 
meetings,  and  some  public  meetings  addressed  by  Senator 
Dawes,  General  Armstrong,  and  Professor  Painter.  The 
Secretary  says,  "  The  honest,  lucid  statements  and  irrefuta- 
ble testimony  of  these  gentlemen  had  a  most  desirable  effect. 
Only  the  absentees  could  longer  plead  ignorance  as  an  ex- 
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cuse  for  inactivity."  "  One  of  our  members  brought  us  $15, 
contributed  mainly  by  our  Irish  friends,  from  whom  we  have 
received  words  of  encouragement  and  approbation.  An 
entertainment,  under  the  efficient  management  of  our  Presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  Greenleaf,  met  with  signal  success,  and  through 
their  effort  we  are  able  to  offer  a  little  nugget  of  gold.  We 
offer  it  humbly,  prayerfully,  in  the  name  of  Him  who  hath 
not  hidden  His  faCe  from  us,  though  we  have  slept  far  into 
the  day." 

This  modestly  presented  "nugget"  proves  to  be  ^100, 
which  the  Society  inclines  to  send  for  cottage  building, 
unless  we  show  them  a  greater  need  elsewhere. 

Stockbridge. —  Miss  Alice  Byington,  President ;  Miss 
Clara  Field,  Secretary.  Has  60  members ;  six  board- 
meetings,  and  one  public  one,  with  General  Armstrong  and 
Professor  Painter  as  speakers.  A  large  amount  of  literature 
circulated  and  given  away.  Christmas  gifts  sent  and  26 
picture  scrap-books  made  for  Round  Valley.  Given  for  an 
Indian  cottage,  1^350;  given  for  legal  aid  to  Mission  Indians, 
^25. 

Sheffield. —  Mrs.  Charles  O.  Dewey,  President;  Miss  S. 
A,  Burtch,  Secretary.  Has  33  members,  five  meetings, 
average  attendance  6.  Some  leaflets  have  been  distributed, 
and  a  bundle  sent  us  of  18  garments  cut  and  basted,  with  a 
few  yards  of  cloth,  some  spool  cotton,  and  bright  pieces  for 
patchwork.  The  Secretary  says,  "  Some  of  us  have  done 
what  we  thought  we  could,  but  it  is  so  little  that  we  are 
quite  ashamed."  But  as  they  have  sent  this  useful  gift, 
paid  their  dues,  and  have  90  cents  in  hand,  it  seems  as  if  a 
six  months  old  society  might  feel  good  hope  for  the  future. 

Great  Barrington. — Mrs.  Henry  Dresser,  President;  Miss 
C.  E.  Rood,  Secretary.  Has  24  members,  eight  meetings, 
average  attendance  10.     "  Our  members  are  becoming  more 
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and  more  interested  in  the  cause  of  help  and  justice  to  the 
Indian.  In  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  do  something  in 
the  way  of  practical  work."  Some  leaflets  and  a  copy  of 
"Ramona"  are  in    circulation. 

Barnstable. —  Miss  C.  E.  Phinney,  President  ;  Miss  P.  T. 
Chamberlain,  Secretary.  Has  24  members  ;  ten  meetings, 
average  attendance  9  ;  and  one  public  union  meeting  of  the 
churches,  in  September,  addressed  by  the  clergy.  Fifty 
leaflets  distributed,  and  "Ramona,"  a  "Century  of  Dis- 
honor," and  "Lend  a  Hand,"  kept  in  circulation.  Seventy 
basted  garments  and  other  things  sent  to  Mr.  Bond's  Industrial 
School,  in  Montana ;  and  the  Society  would  like  to  continue 
working  for  that  school,  in  which  they  feel  an  especial  interest. 

Becket.—M.x^.  J.  H.  Wheeler,  President;  Mrs.  H.  P.  Har- 
low, Secretary.  Has  9  members,  six  usually  attending  meet- 
ings. Some  leaflets  distributed,  and  "  Ramona,"  a  "  Century 
of  Dishonor,"  and  "A  Timid  Brave,"  read  and  circulated. 

"Through  the  auspices  of  the  society  a  union  meeting  of 
churches  was  held,  and  a  lady  direct  from  a  Montana  res- 
ervation gave  us  a  revelation  of  the  frauds,  abuses,  and 
demoralizations  existing  there  to-day.  And  yet  our  land 
is  called  Christian,  and  as  a  nation  we  pride  ourselves  on 
our  honor  and  credit!  May  the  Healer  of  the  broken- 
hearted and  Deliverer  of  the  captive,  make  us  effective 
helpers  in  His  great  work  ! " 

Here  end  the  reports  of  our  Branches.  Except  in  a  few 
instances  nothing  great  has  been  done  by  them  ;  but  each 
represents  tlie  small  end  of  the  wedge  —  each  means  a 
widening  knowledge  of  facts  hitherto  unknown  upon  a 
matter  of  living  interest  —  each  helps  to  bring  the  sense  of 
duty  upon  this  subject  home  to  new  hearts  ;  and  when  before 
long  there  shall  be  ten,  yea,  twenty  for  every  one  there  is 
now,  a  fine  and  active  sympathy  shall  thrill  Massachusetts 
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through  all  her  length  and  breadth,  and  her  voice  shall  ring 
in  the  national  councils  louder  and  clearer  than  ever  for  the 
protection  of  the  helpless,  the  education  of  the  ignorant,  the 
human  rights  of  an  oppressed  race ! 

We  can  with  good  heart  present  these  hopeful  and  en- 
couraging statements,  but  let  us  not  lay  the  flattering 
unction  to  our  souls  that  we  can  afford  the  least  abatement 
of  our  activity  arid  vigilance.  There  is  need,  bitter  need, 
for  our  utmost  endeavors  yet.  The  Mission  Indians  are 
now  in  numbers  driven  from  their  homes,  and  suffering  all 
the  pangs  of  exile  and  starvation,  exactly  as  they  did  in 
"  Ramona,"  because  they  cannot  maintain  their  old  Mexican 
titles,  which,  complete  in  equity,  are  difficult  to  prove  in  law. 
A  fund  is  collecting,  under  the  management  of  a  responsible 
committee,  to  pay  good  lawyers  to  secure  the  rights  of  these 
afflicted  people  to  the  land  which  belonged  to  their  fathers 
before  them,  and  from  which  they  are  forced  by  threats  and 
violence.  We  have  given  $ioo  to  this  fund,  which,  although 
a  very  small  part  of  what  is  needed,  is  all  our  scanty  treasury 
could  afford  from  other  claims. 

Notwithstanding  the  assurance  of  better  things  to  come, 
so  nobly  made  by  the  Severalty  Bill,  it  must  be  a  long  time 
yet  before  the  natural  and  legal  rights  of  Indians  as  men, 
women,  and  citizens  are  recognized  by  the  white  men  living 
nearest  to  them,  or  understood  by  themselves.  Their  friends 
must  keep  a  close,  double  watch  for  years  to  come  ;  first,  to 
see  that  they  are  not  imposed  upon,  and  are  given  that  fair 
chance  which  all  men  need,  and  all  Americans  demand  ; 
and,  secondly,  to  train  them  carefully,  body  and  soul,  for  the 
new  sort  of  life  before  them — that  of  laborious,  frugal 
farmers  and  artisans  —  steady,  self-supporting  families  — 
intelligent,  educated.  Christian  people.  They  have  not  the 
traditions  of  such  life  behind  them.     There  is  no  familiar, 
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inherited  aptness  of  mind  or  muscle  for  steady  industry,  and 
we  must  not  be  surprised  or  discouraged  if  the  process  of 
training  is  often  slow  and  interrupted  ;  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  we  know  that  one  third  of  them  have  a  strong  desire 
to  learn  all  we  can  teach ;  that  another  third  are  willing,  if 
not  eager,  to  learn  ;  and  that  the  force  of  circumstances,  the 
goad  of  necessity,  is  fast  persuading  the  rest  that  their  only 
prospect  of  comfort  is  in  adopting  the  habits  of  civilized 
people.  I  really  think  it  will  be  easier  to  impress  the  gentle 
precepts  of  Jesus  and  the  Golden  Rule  upon  them,  than  upon 
our  own  people  with  regard  to  them.  The  Eastern  part  of 
the  United  States,  indeed,  is  merely  ignorant  about  Indians, 
and  is  easily  roused  to  interest,  as  we  have  found  this  year  in 
our  propagandist  work  ;  but  I  do  not  think  I  speak  too 
strongly  in  saying  that  all  over  the  West,  the  prevalent  feel- 
ing toward  them  is  one  of  hatred  and  contempt.  This 
comes  naturally  enough,  perhaps,  from  old  habits  of  fear,  and 
from  the  sight  of  their  present  degradation,  and  is  sharpened 
in  many  of  the  borderers  by  covetous  longing  for  their  land. 
This  is  the  spirit  with  which  we  must  strive.  These  are 
the  eyes  that  must  be  opened  to  the  great  duty  of  justice, 
whatever  the  faults  of  those  to  whom  it  is  due ;  and  if  we 
could  send  speakers  through  the  South  and  West,  to  show 
the  plain  facts  of  the  case  in  simple,  cogent,  and  burning 
speech,  we  should  attack  the  greatest  difficulty  that  remains. 
For  not  till  the  real  conscience  of  the  nation  be  moved,  will 
there  be  full  and  responsive  action  in  Congress.  Not  till 
the  Representatives  there  assembled  know  that  they  will  be 
called  to  account  by  constituencies  demanding  fair  dealing  with 
the  Indian,  will  they  freely  and  persistently  give  him  what 
he  must  have, — legal  rights,  ownership  of  land,  and  educa- 
tion for  hand,  brain,  and  spirit.

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian 
Association,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as 
the  Women's  National  Indian  Association. 


ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  :  First,  To  awaken, 
by  every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which  shall 
move  our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians 
within  our  national  limits,  and  to  the  granting  them  the  same  protec- 
tion of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us ;  and.  Second,  To  aid  in 
educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE  III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be,  as 
in  the  parent  society,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  Asso- 
ciation's object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II. ;  the  circulation  of  memorials 
to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians ;  the  securing  popular  meetings  and 
articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right  sentiment 
concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Indians;  and 
the  adoption  of  such  other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Asso- 
ciation, shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers ;  viz.,  a  President, 
Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting.  z 
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ARTICLE  V. —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting. 
It  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall  be  represent- 
atives of  the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than  four  from  each. 
It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  gen- 
eral work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society. 


ARTICLE  VI.— Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  payment  of  ten 
dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member  of  this  society. 


ARTICLE  VII.— Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present ;  and  that  one  week's 
notice  of  such  intention  be  given. 


BY-IiAWS. 


ARTICLE  I. —  Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant 
Treasurer,  and  Auditor;  Committees  on  Leaflet  and  Subscription,  and 
on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secreta- 
ries, Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-com- 
mittee, together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a 
committee  of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  fi-om  three  succes- 
sive meetings  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  such 
absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one 
chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  Committees  not  otherwise 
named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Committee 
well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be  appointed  to  do  so  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  minutes  thereof; 
notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees  of  their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association, 
and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon  their  vote 
or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  them. 
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The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscrib- 
ers and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association, 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer ;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Treas- 
urer, shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  officer. 


ARTICLE  III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury  shall 
be  incurred. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all 
the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money. 
It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings  from  November  to  May  inclusive,  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 


ARTICLE  V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association,  and 
seven  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  December, 
on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive  Committee 
direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five  days  prior 
to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a  notice  of 
such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

^NNUAL    I^EPOr^T. 


The  work  of  the  Association  for  the  last  year  has  been,  as 
usual,  twofold.  Our  aim  is  to  better  the  condition  and  the 
character  of  the  Indians  ;  and  although  what  we  have  been  able 
to  accomplish  is  small  compared  with  the  great  need  and  our 
eager  wishes,  yet  it  is  with  satisfaction  that  we  can  report  some 
tangible  help  given  by  us,  and  an  increase  of  interest  in  the 
subject  through  our  exertions,  especially  in  our  own  State. 
The  membership  of  our  i6  Branch  Societies  amounts  to  about 
850,  which,  with  the  400  of  the  State  Association,  makes  over 
1,200  pledged  to  the  cause  here,  through  our  influence.  The 
Branches  have  held  over  one  hundred  meetings,  many  of  them 
public,  and  addressed  by  speakers  of  well-known  ability,  and 
many  parlor  meetings,  where  the  ladies,  bringing  their  own 
work,  have  listened  to  reading,  and  then  entered  upon  discus- 
sion. They  have  all  paid  their  dues  to  the  National  Association, 
and  all  have  circulated  more  or  less  literature.  Many  of  them 
have  raised  money,  and  will  tell  you  how  they  have  employed  it, 
in  the  following  extracts  from  their  reports,  which  I  give  you 
just  as  they  come,  encouraging  or  the  reverse,  beginning  with 
the  youngest,  formed  only  last  August,  in 

Beverly. — Miss  Smith,  President  -pro  tern;  38  members. 
The  Secretary,  Miss  Howe,  says:  "The  Society  is  so  young 
that  it  seems  to  be  all  it  can  do  to  live.  It  is  very  difficult  here 
to  awaken  much  public  interest,  and  our  funds  are  so  low  that 
we  cannot  aflbrd  to  have  a  public  meeting." 
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PlymoutJi. —  Mrs.  Ellen  Congdon,  President;  48  members. 
"  Our  Society  is  young,  and  has  done  but  little  yet.  We  have 
forwarded  a  box  of  clothing  to  the  Turtle  Mountain  Indians, 
and  last  evening  organized  a  Sewing  Circle  to  sew  for  them. 
One  very  interesting  feature  of  our  meetings  is,  that  a  lady  vis- 
iting here  has  been  living  for  the  past  three  years  at  the  foot  of 
Turtle  Mountain,  and  has  given  us  several  very  interesting 
talks  about  the  Indians." 

Stockbridge. — Miss  Alice  Byington,  President ;  55  members. 
They  report  basted  garments  sent  to  Round  Valley  and  Sisse- 
ton  Agency,  beside  thirty-five  hats  and  trimmings  to  Santee 
Agency  School ;  and  in  money,  $40  to  aid  the  Mission  Indians, 
$40  to  the  Segur  Colony,  $50  to  complete  the  "  Stockbridge 
Cottage  "  (see  last  year's  report) ,  $50  for  missionary  work,  and 
$20  toward  the  salary  of  a  second  State  teacher  —  $200  in  all. 

Fall  River. —  Mrs.  Robert  S.  Davis,  President;  21  mem- 
bers. "  The  Branch  was  not  fairly  organized  till  May,  and 
has  met  fortnightly  during  the  summer  for  reading  and  discus- 
sion upon  Indian  matters,  and  found  the  meetings  pleasant  and 
profitable." 

It  is  with  particular  pleasure  that  we  welcome  back  Fall 
River  to  a  renewed  participation  in  our  work,  and  stronger 
for  her  vacation. 

Cambridge. —  Mrs.  H.  O.  Houghton,  President;  196  mem- 
bers, 9  of  them  life  members.  More  than  a  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  useful  material  and  Christmas  gifts  sent  ,to  Round 
Valley  is  all  that  is  mentioned  in  the  report,  but  does  not 
nearly  cover  all  the  charitable  work  done  by  this,  our  most 
powerful  and  active  Branch  ;  and  while  we  admire  their  mod- 
esty, we  regret  not  to  be  able  to  present  the  statistics  of  their  ex- 
penditure, for  the  pleasure  and  emulation  of  others.  The  Secre- 
tary says  :  "Until  this  last  spring  we  had  no  Press  Committee, 
but  we  felt  the  need  of  one,  and  have  added  it  to  our  Standing 
Committees.     This  Committee  is  to  send  notices  and  short  para- 


graphs  to  such  papers  as  seem  to  them  best,  and  is  to  keep  the 
Executive  Committee  informed  of  the  interesting  notices  that 
appear  from  other  sources." 

Fitchburg. —  Mrs.  Mial  Davis,  President;  17  members. 
"  The  call  for  clothing  for  the  Indians  on  Turtle  Mountain 
Reservation  has  been  cordially  responded  to,  and  we  have  sent 
two  large  sugar  barrels  packed  full,  pressed  down,  and  running 
over  with  warm  clothing." 

Jainaica  Plain. —  Rev.  C.  F.  Dole,  President ;  194  members, 
of  whom  6  are  life  members. 

Formed  last  March,  and  in  May  had  177  members,  and 
$215.95  in  the  treasury,  and  gave  $50  to  the  State  Association 
and  $125  to  the  Citizenship  Committee. 

' '  A  large  part  of  our  work  has  been  to  arouse  interest  in  the 
Indian  cause,  and  at  our  last  public  meeting,  in  October,  the 
Congregational  Church,  which  seats  700,  was  completely  filled 
with  an  audience  consisting  largely  of  the  best  and  most  influ- 
ential people  of  our  suburb." 

Great  Barrington. —  Mrs.  Henry  Dresser,  President ;  24 
members.  "  We  are  doing  much  more  this  year  than  last,  and 
hope  to  continue  to  increase  in  usefulness.  We  hope  to  pay 
one  Indian  scholarship  at  Hampton.". 

Salem. —  Mrs.  A.  H.  Johnson,  President;  91  members. 
%^^.,  made  at  an  afternoon  reception,  was  given  to  aid  the 
Mission  Indians;  $125,  collected  at  a  public  meeting  on  Fast 
Day,  was  given  to  the  Citizenship  Committee,  and  $100  to  the 
State  Association,  toward  a  teacher's  salary  ;  two  barrels  of 
clothing  and  a  few  books  were  sent  to  a  school  in  the  Indian 
Territory. 

Sheffield. —  Mrs.  Chas.  O.  Dewey,  President;  14  members. 
' '  The  Episcopal  Sewing  Society  have  decided  to  work  for  the 
Indians,  and  have  invited  us  to  join  them,  vs^hich  we  shall  do, 
hoping  to  increase  interest  and  the  amount  of  work." 
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Lowell. —  Miss  Mary  F.  Eastman,  President ;  54  members. 
Sent  a  box  of  clothing,  etc.,  to  the  Segur  Colony,  and  are  pre- 
paring one  for  Turtle  Mountain. 

Lawrence. —  Mrs.  C.  M.  Cordley,  President ;  no  member- 
ships reported,  which  makes  the  officers  rather  low  in  spirits ; 
but  as  they  have  raised  $200  in  the  year,  which  they  have  ap- 
plied toward  building  a  cottage  for  Noah  Badger,  in  Omaha, 
and  are  now  about  furnishing  it,  their  position  seems  to  us  ad- 
mirable, rather  than  one  of  mortification. 

Barnstable. —  Miss  C.  E.  Phinney,  President ;  13  members. 
The  Press  Committee  has  been  very  active  in  this  brave  little 
Society,  and  kept  the  local  papers  well  informed.  A  box  of 
clothing  and  books  was  sent  to  the  Montana  Industrial  School. 

Pittsjield. — Mrs.  H.  L.  Dawes,  President;  50  members. 
"  We  have  sent  $30  to  the  cottage-building  fund,  and  have  paid 
freight  on  some  barrels  sent  by  others  to  the  Turtle  Mountain 
Indians." 

Becket. —  Mrs.  Wheeler,  President.  Reports  things  much 
as  they  were  last  year,  and  sends  us  $2. 

Lenox. —  Mrs.  Rackemann,  President;  20  members.  "In 
August  we  sent  $85  to  Miss  Elaine  Goodale,  and  in  November 
a  barrel  of  valuable  clothing  to  the  Turtle  Mountain  Indians. 
To  the  same  end  a  liberal  cash  contribution  has  been  applied  to 
purchase  new  material,  and  we  are  now  very  busy  with  scissors 
and  needles  ;  and  other  boxes  are  sure  to  go  out  soon." 

The  case  of  the  Turtle  Mountain  Indians,  to  which  many  of 
these  reports  refer,  is  a  very  pitiful  one,  and  was  brought  to  our 
notice  at  the  late  Mohonk  Conference  by  Bishop  Walker,  of 
Northern  Dakota.  They  are  a  small  and  peaceable  tribe  of 
Chippewas,  about  ten  or  twelve  hundred  in  all,  and  their  land 
has  been  nipped  and  pared  from  them  till  only  a  narrow  valley 
is  left, —  not  enough  to  sustain  them  even  if  they  knew  how  to 
make  the  most  of  it.     Government  has  undertaken  to  feed  and 
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clothe  them, —  a  wretched,  pauperizing  business  at  the  best ;  but 
in  this  case  done  in  so  niggardly  a  manner,  that  not  enough  is 
given  to  save  them  from  starvation  and  freezing  in  the  bitter 
Dakota  winter.  Measures  are  taking  at  Washington  to  repair 
their  wrongs,  and  give  them  the  means  of  self-support,  and  Sen- 
ator Dawes  has  promised  to  advocate  their  cause  ;  but  mean- 
while much  speedier  action  than  Government  can  ever  take  was 
needed  to  save  them  from  great  suffering  this  winter.  The 
Bishop  was  to  raise  money  for  food  in  New  York  and  Philadel- 
phia, and  all  of  our  Branches  to  whom  the  appeal  was  made 
have  given  generously  of  warm  clothing,  and  others  who  were 
longer  in  hearing  the  story  are  now  preparing  additional  com- 
fort for  a  people  who  seem  uncommonly  well  disposed  and 
teachable.  In  proof  of  this,  the  Bishop  told  us  that  a  portion  of 
the  tribe  who  had  once  been  taught  by  missionaries,  and  had 
received  baptism,  are  still  accustomed  to  observe  the  Sabbath ; 
and  although  for  sixteen  years  they  have  had  no  instruction  and 
no  preaching,  they  gather  together  to  offer  such  prayers  and 
sing  such  hymns  as  they  remember,  with  a  devout  spirit  most 
touching  to  witness.  The  agent,  recommended  to  us  as  a  good 
man,  writes  that  there  is  now  a  school  opened,  but  that  many 
of  the  children  cannot  go,  for  want  of  clothes. 

One  barrel  of  warm  things  has  gone  from  Beverly,  one 
from  Plymouth,  one  from  Stockbridge,  one  from  Fall  River, 
two  large  ones  from  Fitchburg,  one  from  Jamaica  Plain,  two 
(large)  from  Great  Barrington,  one  from  Salem,  one  (large) 
w^ith  $2  from  Sheffield,  one  from  Lowell,  one  from  Lenox,  and 
one  from  the  President  of  the  Cambridge  Branch  ;  fourteen  in 
all,  and  Cambridge  united  with  your  Executive  Committee  in 
sending  a  fifteenth. 

As  mothers  are  apt  to  talk  first  of  all  about  their  children, 
so  v^e  have  presented  the  conduct  and  performances  of  our 
Branches  before  mentioning  our  own,  which  we  will  now  lay 
before  you. 
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According  to  the  vote  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting  that  we 
should  divide  our  income  this  year  between  missionaries  and 
legal  assistance  to  Indians,  your  Executive  Committee  paid 
$500  to  the  National  Association  for  a  teacher's  salary,  and 
gave  nearly  as  much  more  to  the  Committees  charged  with 
maintaining  the  threatened  titles  of  Indians  to  their  homes. 
We  regretted  the  withdrawal  of  our  second  salary ;  but  as 
Round  Valley,  the  mission  where  we  had  maintained  two 
teachers  the  year  before,  was  last  spring  put  into  the  care  of 
the  Baptist  Women's  Board,  our  defection  caused  no  change 
there,  and  our  money  is  now  used  to  pay  Dr.  Hensel,  appointed 
to  the  new  mission  planted  in  Omaha  by  the  National  Associa- 
tion. We  did  indeed  hope,  by  the  help  of  our  Branches,  to  have 
enough  money  this  fall  to  pay  a  second  teacher,  as  before,  for  in 
no  way  can  we  better  aid  the  civilization  of  the  Indian ;  but 
although  Lenox  gave  us  $50,  Stockbridge  $3o,  Fitchburg  $15, 
and  Cambridge  stands  ready  with  $125,  these  sums  remain 
untouched,  because  other  Branches  who  had  thought  of  con- 
tributing have  found  objects  which  they  feel  of  more  present 
importance,  and  we  must  wait  awhile  longer.  Our  position  in 
Massachusetts,  and  especially  around  Boston,  is  peculiar,  inas- 
much as  we  have  constantly  shown  us  many  different  ways  of 
using  money  for  the  benefit  of  Indians  ;  and  with  our  slender 
means  and  our  longing  to  help,  we  are  sadly  torn  in  mind  as 
to  our  expenditure,  and  have  often 

"  To  let  '  I  dare  not'  wait  upon  '  I  would,' 
Like  the  poor  cat  i'  the  adage." 

We  could  spend  ten  times  our  present  income  to  great  advan- 
tage ;  and  if  our  membership  could  be  only  doubled,  or  trebled, 
every  dollar  could  tend  directly  -to  the  improvement  of  our 
clients'  condition  or  character,  or  both. 

But  we  are  far  from  being  discouraged.  As  I  said  before, 
we  are  1,200  strong;  and  as  this  does  not  include  the  Indian 
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Societies  of  Newton  and  Worcester,  and  all  those  who  belong 
to  the  Indian  Rights  Association,  we  may  safely  say  that  2,000 
persons  in  Massachusetts  are  enlisted  in  this  righteous  struggle. 
The  population  of  the  State  is  1,783,000.  Two  thousand  are 
few  to  encounter  the  indifference  or  hostility  of  i  ,781 ,000  ;  but  as 
the  vehement  and  persistent  action  of  the  screw  forces  the 
mighty,  inert  mass  of  the  steamer  through  the  water,  and  as 
the  same  huge  bulk  changes  its  course  under  the  steady  pres- 
sure of  so  small  a  thing  as  the  rudder,  so  will  energy,  determi- 
nation, and  perseverance  on  our  part  aflect  the  whole  mind 
of  the  State  and  of  the  country.  It  is  energy  that  we  want, 
energy  and  love, —  such  love  for  our  poor,  ignorant,  helpless 
red  brethren  and  sisters  that  we  cannot  rest  until  they  have 
their  human  rights,  and  are  educated  to  use  and  enjoy  them.

(SONSHtllFUiniON. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian 
Association,  and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as 
the  Women's  National  Indian  Association. 


ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  :  First,  To  awaken, 
by  every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which  shall 
move  our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians 
within  our  national  limits,  and  to  the  granting  them  the  same  protec- 
tion of  law  that  other  races  enjoy  among  us;  and,  Second,  To  aid  in 
educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among  Indians. 


ARTICLE  III.— Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be,  as 
in  the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the 
Association's  object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II. ;  the  circulation  of 
memoi-ials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians ;  the  securing  popular 
meetings  and  articles  in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of 
right  sentiment  concerning  our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to 
Indians ;  and  the  adoption  of  such  other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment 
of  this  Association,  shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 
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ARTICLE  IV.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers  ;  viz.,  a  President, 
Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting. 


ARTICLE  V.^The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting. 
It  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  the  Chair- 
man of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall  be  represent- 
atives of  the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than  four  from  each. 
It  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  gen- 
eral work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society. 


ARTICLE  VI.— Membership. 

Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the  pay- 
ment of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  payment  of  ten 
dollars  shall  constitute  any  person  a  life  member  of  this  society. 


ARTICLE  VII.— Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present ;  one  week's  notice  of 
such  intention  shall  be  given. 


By-Lcaws. 


ARTICLE  I.— Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dents, Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor;  Committees  on  Leaflets  and  Sub- 
scription, and  on  Public  Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secreta- 
ries, Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-com- 
mittee, together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a 
committee  of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three  succes- 
sive meetings  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  such 
absence,  shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one 
chosen  by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  the  Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  Committees  not  other- 
wise named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Committee 
well  informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  Annual  Report 
for  the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be  appointed  to  do  so  by 
the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  minutes 
thereof;  notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees  of  their 
appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon  their 
vote  or  the  order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  them. 
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The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscrib- 
ers and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association, 
and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Treas- 
urer, shall  assume  the  duties  of  that  officer. 


ARTICLE  III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury  shall 
be  incurred. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all 
the  affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money. 
It  shall  hold  monthly  meetings  from  November  to  May  inclusive,  and 
special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association,  and 
seven  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  transaction  of  business. 


ARTICLE   VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  December, 
on  such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive  Committee 
direct.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five 
days  prior  to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association 
by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a  notice  of 
such  amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

SECRETARY  S  REPORT. 


Mrs.  President  and  Sister  Worhers :  — 

My  report  will  be  short  this  year,  for  we  huve  not  a  great 
deal  to  tell.  It  is  said,  "  Happy  is  the  people  whose  annals 
are  short."  I  doubt  whether  the  same  rule  yet  applies  to 
Indian  associations,  but  the  time  is  coming  when  it  will ;  when, 
by  the  gradual  absorption  of  the  red  man  into  the  common 
life  of  the  republic,  there  will  be  little  to  do  for  Indians  as 
Indians,  and  our  associations  will  be  extinguished  like  candles 
in  daylight.  When  the  day  comes  —  and  the  air  is  full  of 
encouraging  signs  of  its  dawning  —  in  which  the  privileges  of 
citizenship  and  law,  the  choice  of  work  and  home,  are  free 
to  the  red  man  as  to  the  white,  when  he  becomes  an  educated 
and  respectable  member  of  the  community,  as  many  of  the 
race  at  this  moment  are,  then  our  work  will  be  done,  and  we 
may  reverently  thank  the  Lord,  and  turn  our  hands  to  other 
labor.  If  progress  in  this  direction  is  as  rapid  in  the  next 
ten  years  as  in  those  just  past,  this  century,  now  so  near  its 
close,  may  see  the  virtual  end  of  the  Indian  question.  May 
God  grant  it ! 

But  that  He  rnay  grant  it,  we  must  never  forget  that  work 
is  the  laboring  oar  of  praj'er,  and  that,  far  from  slackening 
our  efforts,  we  must  work  harder  than  ever.  There  is  an 
immense  deal  yet  to  do  on  our  old  lines  —  education  of  the 
Indians  on  one  hand,  and  rousing  and  training  the  public  con- 
science on  the  other.  Already  Congress,  that  mirror  of 
national  feeling,  shows  a  new  impulse  of  justice  and  mercy 
towards  these  "  wards "  of  the   nation,   but  Congress  is  not 
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full)^  converted  yet,  and  it  is  we  rather  than  the  House  of 
Representatives  who  are  on  the  "  anxious  seats  "  till  such  bills 
as  those  repairing  the  wrongs  of  the  Round  Valley  and  Mis- 
sion Indians  are  passed  nem.  con. 

That  education  is  prodigiously  on  the  advance  under  our 
present  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  is  shown  by  the 
astonishing  growth  in  Government  appropriations  for  that 
purpose  from  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  1876  to  nearly  two 
millions  this  year !  Still,  however,  many  tribes,  yet  scarcely 
touched  by  civilizing  influences,  need  our  care,  and  it  is  also 
for  us  to  see,  while  the  Government  schools  teach  the  mental 
and  industrial  arts,  that  their  instruction  is  supplemented  by 
lessons  in  religion,  monility,  purity,  and  temperance,  without 
which  the  ordinary  school  work  is  of  small  avail  in  forming 
character,  that  highest  end  of  education. 

Our  numbers  this  year  are  about  four  hundred,  our  income 
(omitting  the  money  merely  passed  through  our  hands  for 
objects  designated  by  the  givers)  thirteen  hu!idred  and  thirty- 
seven  dollars,  and  our  expenditure  has  left  us  forty-one  dol- 
lars, as  you  have  just  heard  from  the  treasurer's  report. 

In  our  branches,  as  ever,  lies  our  strength ;  the  number 
they  enroll  is  seven  hundred  and  thirty-one,  nearly  twice  our 
own.  They  have  raised  nineteen  hundred  dollars,  and  spent 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Cambridge  and  Jamaica 
Plain  have  done  nearly  half  this  work.  Stockbridge,  Salem, 
and  Fall  River  follow  hard  upon  their  footsteps,  and  Ply- 
mouth and  Beverl}'  are,  as  the  boys  say,  *'in  the  swim."  All 
have  done  substantial  service  to  the  cause  by  meetings,  by 
gifts,  and  by  coiTcspondence,  and  they  count  one  hundred  and 
forty  subscribers  to  the  Indian's  Friend.  These  strong, 
active  branches  are  invaluable,  but,  from  various  causes,  many 
of  the  sixteen  we  counted  so  proudly  three  years  ago,  have 
withered  and  become  little  better  than  dead  wood.  Great 
Harrington ,   indeed,  is  alive,  but  has  chosen  to  be  independ- 


ent.  Lowell  and  Lawrence  are  silent.  Fitchburg,  I  grieve 
to  say,  has  faded  out.  Becket  has  given  up  the  ghost,  Pitts- 
field  does  little,  and  Lenox  and  Barnstable  barely  exist.  Now 
there  is  still  a  living  feeling  for  the  cause  in  the  hearts  of 
many  individuals  in  each  place,  and  what  I  would  propose  to 
each  of  the  societies  just  named  is  to  do  what  Sheffield,  by 
my  advice,  did  last  summer  :  give  up  a  separate  organization, 
make  each  of  its  members  one  in  the  State  Association,  and 
appoint  one  person  to  collect  their  annual  subscriptions  and 
transmit  them  to  the  state  treasurer,  and  distribute  in  return 
our  annual  report  and  such  other  literature  as  may  seem  advis- 
able. They  will  thus  keep  direct  connection  with  the  work, 
and  will  be  prepared  at  any  time  to  make  a  special  effort  when 
needed,  and  they  will  be  freed  from  the  up-hill  drag  of  hold- 
ing regular  meetings  where  nobody  wants  to  come,  and  elect- 
ing officers  who  are  hard  worked  by  half  a  dozen  previously- 
established  charities,  and  serve  this  only  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet.  I  think  this  course  would  make  us  stronger,  and 
not  weaker,  for  there  are  many  who  would  join  us  with  heart 
and  purse  if  they  were  not  afraid  of  taking  up  added  work 
into  hands  already  full. 

Beside  the  nine  regular  and  several  exceptional  meetings  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  we  held  one  public  meeting  at  the 
Old  South  on  March  27th,  with  a  full  house,  addressed  by 
General  Morgan,  Lieutenant-Gen eral  Howard,  Colonel  Car- 
rington,  and  others.  We  also  called  one  in  Association  Hall 
on  April  22d,  e:^pressly  intended  to  bring  together  delegates 
from  all  the  branches,  and  to  concert  plans  for  new  exertion 
since  the  Omaha  mission  had  been  passed  over  by  the  National 
Association  to  the  Presbyterian  Board,  and  we  were  free  to 
choose  another  object.  The  claims  of  the  Apache  Mission 
were  well  presented,  and,  although  the  meeting  was,  unfortu- 
nately, small,  it  was  unanimous  in  desiring  that  we  should 
undertake  a  part  or  the  whole  of  this  very  interesting  charge. 


We  agreed,  accordingly,  to  pay  the   salary  of  one  teacher, 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  as  soon  as  possible  to  do  more. 

At  the  risk  of  telling  3^011  much  that  you  already  know  I 
will  recapitulate  the  story  of  these  Apaches.  In  1885,  justl}'' 
irritated,  let  it  be  remembered,  by  long  ill-treatment,  which 
had  kept  them  for  years  in  an  uncas}^  and  warlike  condition, 
this  small,  but  proud  and  tierce,  tribe  began  one  of  those  ter- 
rible wars  which  have  time  and  again  brought  d.esolation  and 
woe  upon  our  western  frontiers,  and  time  and  again  have 
ended  by  the  failure  of  savage  bravery  and  cunning  before  the 
higher  power  and  skill  of  our  troops.  For  months  the  papers 
rang  with  the  name  of  Geronimo  and  his  men,  and  if  his  war- 
fare was  barbarous  and  cruel,  it  was  not  much  worse  than  that 
of  Wallace  and  Bruce  in  Scotland,  and,  like  theirs,  was 
against  oppression  and  in  the  name  of  liberty.  Only  a  part 
of  the  Apaches  followed  Geronimo.  Many  were  left  at  home 
in  the  southwest  of  Arizona,  where  they  lived,  and  some  were 
friendly  to  us,  and  even  acted  as  scouts  on  our  side.  But 
when  the  hostile  band  were  taken  prisoners  and  sent  to  St. 
Augustine,  Fla.,  the  white  inhabitants  of  Arizona,  harried 
and  frightened  out  of  their  senses,  insisted  that  the  peaceful 
Apaches,  several  hundred  in  number,  should  also  be  carried 
away  and  imprisoned,  and  the  Government  yielded  to  their 
demand.  By  force  and  treachery  these  unoifending  people 
were  torn  from  their  homes  and  forms  and  occupations,  and 
thrust,  with  the  others  who  were  fairly  prisoners  of  war,  into 
the  bare,  empty  Coquina  fort,  where  they  were  all  fed  and 
guarded  like  animals,  and  nothing  more.  This  state  of  things 
soon  drew  the  attention  of  benevolent  people,  who  began  to 
visit  the  Indians,  teach  them,  give  them  something  to  do,  and 
comfort  the  sick,  for,  in  their  despair  and  wretchedness,  many 
drooped  and  were  dying.  The  press  soon  took  up  the  matter, 
and  so  much  indignation  was  roused  that  orders  were  given  in 
1887  to  remove  the  tribe  to   Mount  Yernon  Barracks,  thirty 


miles  from  Mobile,  Ala.,  where  they  could  have  more  whole- 
some quarters  and  more  exercise.  Soon  after  this  was  effected 
one  of  our  own  Executive  Committee,  a  Boston  woman, 
always  prominent  in  good  works,  sent  a  capable  person  to 
look  into  their  condition,  and  upon  her  report  a  subscription 
was  raised  to  maintain  two  ladies  as  teachers  of  these  Apaches, 
and  this  plan  has  ever  since  been  carried  out,  with  the  cordial 
co-operation  of  the  commandants  of  the  post.  The  work  is 
beautifully,  heroically,  and  successfully  going  on.  You  have 
all  seen  the  letters  of  Miss  Booth  and  Miss  Shepard,  telling 
with  sweet  simplicity  how  men,  women,  and  children  are 
drawn  to  their  teaching ;  how  the  sick  are  soothed,  and  the 
healthy  are  trained  to  habits  of  neatness  and  order,  and  in  the 
modest  learning  adapted  to  them  ;  how  the  love  of  God  and 
the  gentle  example  of  Jesus  are  brought  home  to  their  hearts  ; 
how  Geronimo  himself,  the  hard,  vindictive  chief,  has  become 
thoroughly  their  friend,  and  has  turned  the  force  of  his  char- 
acter into  the  unexpected  channel  of  keeping  order  in  the 
school. 

It  is  now  proposed  that  our  association  should  take  up  the 
whole  mission  and  sustain  it  as  our  Massachusetts  work.  Our 
president,  and  I  think  I  may  sa}''  the  whole  Executive  Com- 
mittee, think  well  of  the  plan.  The  annual  exi)ense  of  pay- 
ing the  two  teachers  and  the  interpreter,  and  supplying  the 
necessary  books  and  stationery,  will  be  about  thirteen  hundred 
dollars.  Of  this  we  can  pay  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  Cam- 
bridge, Jamaica,  Plain,  Fall  Eiver,  Stockbridge,  and  Salem 
have  already  come  forward  with  money  or  pledges  for  the 
coming  year.  We  hope  that  all  your  hearts  will  warm  to  the 
task,  that  every  branch  will  contribute,  and  that  we  shall  all 
joyfully  help  to  add  this  olive-leaf  to  the  crown  of  our  dear 
old  Bay  State. 

This  remnant  of  an  injured  tribe  is  still  under  military 
supervision,  and  the  Secretary  of  War  has  so  far  provided  for 
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their  mainteuance.  He  is  now  about  to  do  much  better,  in 
enabling  them  to  provide  for  themselves.  Lieutenant  Woth- 
erspoon,  detailed  last  spring  for  the  express  duty  of  attend- 
ing to  their  interests,  has  brought  experience,  insight,  vigor, 
and  humanity  to  the  work.  By  his  exertions  remunerative 
labor  has  been  found  for  them  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Barracks,  and  land  is  to  be  allotted  to  them  there,  as  soon  as 
they  are  able  and  desirous  to  use  it.  They  are  to  become 
permanent  residents  and  self-supporting,  and  on  this  honora- 
ble base  we  may  have  the  privilege  of  helping  them  build  a 
true,  good  manhood  and  womanhood. 

The  way  is  smoothed  before  us  by  the  judicious  manage- 
ment of  Lieutenant  Wotherspoon,  who  writes  that. he  hopes 
soon  to  teach  the  Indians  to  make  money  and  use  it,  but  that 
meanwhile  they  are  supplied  by  the  War  Department  with 
abundant  food  and  raiment,  and  with  comforts  for  the  sick. 
He  says,  *'  There  will  be  no  necessity  in  the  future  for  the  mis- 
sion to  spend  anything  beyond  what  is  required  to  procure 
incentives  to  study  and  good  behavior  in  the  school." 

He  is  also  building  a  mess-room  for  them,  and  hopes  to 
have  a  hospital  also,  as  well  as  better  houses.  In  all  these 
improvements  they  are  made  co-workers  and  helpers,  and 
thus  derive  a  double  advantage  from  each  bettering  of  their 
environment. 

Their  capacity  is  g(Jod  and  their  situation  has  become  hope- 
ful, but  for  their  seventy  children  there  is  no  instruction 
except  in  the  school  we  propose  to  maintain,  and  since  the 
future  of  the  tribe  must  depend  on  the  training  of  the  chil- 
dren this  work  is  offered  to  our  association  as  a  thoroughly 
good  object  for  its  outlay  and  its  interest.

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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  organizatiou  shall  be  known  as  the  Massachusetts  Indian  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as  the  Women's 
National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE    n.  —  Object. 

The  twofold  object  of  this  Association  shall  be:  first,  to  awaken,  by 
every  means  in  our  power,  a  Christian  public  sentiment  which  shall  move 
our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians  within  our 
national  limits,  and  to  granting  them  tlie  same  protection  of  law  that 
other  races  enjoy  among  us ;  and,  second,  to  aid  in  educational  and  mis- 
sion W'Ork  for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE  III.  — Work. 

The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  by  this  Association  shall  be,  as  in 
the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  Asso- 
ciation's object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II. ;  the  circulation  of  memonals 
to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians ;  the  securing  popular  meetings  and  arti- 
cles in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right  sentiment  con- 
cerning our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Indians;  and  the 
adoption  of  such  other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Association, 
shall  seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 

ARTICLE  IV.  — Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  namely,  a  President, 
Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treas- 
urer, Assistant  'J'reasurer,  and  Auditor,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  V.  —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting.  It 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  the  Chairman 
of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall  be  representatives  of 
the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than  four  from  each.  It  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  general 
work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society. 
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ARTICLE  VI.  —  Mekb ershif. 

Any  pertsou  may  become  a  member  of  tliis  Association  by  the  payment 
of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.  The  payment  of  ten  dollars 
shall  constitute  any  person  a  life-member  of  this  society. 

ARTICLE   VII.  — Amendment. 

The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present;  one  week's  notice  of  sach 
intention  shall  be  ffiven. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.  — Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treas- 
urer, and  Auditor;  Committees  on  Leaflets  and  Subscription,  and  on  Pub- 
lic Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-coniinittee, 
together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a  committee 
of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annually. 

Any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three  successive 
meetings  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secretarj'-  of  such  absence 
shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one  chosen 
by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  Committees  not  otherwise  named.

notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees  of  their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association,  and 
shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  No  rnoney  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon  their  vote  or  the 
order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscribei's 
and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association,  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  Treasurer;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  shall 
assume  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasurj^  shall  be 
incurred. 
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ARTICLE   IV. 

The  Executive  (?on)!uitlee  shall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditui'e  of  the  money.  It  shall 
hold  monthly  meetings  from  November  to  May  inclusive,  and  special 
meetings  maj^be  called  by  the  President  or  any  two  membei-s  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee. 

iVRTICLE  V. 

The  Chairman  of  each  Pub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee  any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association,  and 
seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  December,  on 
such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  dire(.'t. 
Xotice  of  the  aimual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Recording  Secretary 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five  days  prior 
to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a 
vote  of  two-thii'ds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a  notice  of  such 
amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.

THE  MASSACHUSETTS  INDIAN  ASSOCIATION 

[Organized  in  January,  1883.1 
HAS   TWO   OBJECTS: 

First.  To  awaken,  by  every  means  in  its  power,  a  Christian  public 
sentiment  whicli  will  move  our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppres- 
sion of  Indians  within  our  national  limits,  and  to  the  granting  them  the 
same  protection  of  law  that  other  races  among  us  enjoy;  and, 

Second.  To  aid  in  educational  and  mission  work  for  and  among 
Indians. 

The  work  of  the  Association  will  be :  — 

1.  The  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  objects  of  the  Associa- 

tion. 

2.  The  circulation  of  memorials  to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians. 

3.  The  securing  of  popular  meetings  and  articles  for  the  press. 

4.  The  adoption  of  many  other  measures  which  seem  fitted  to  further 

the  ends  desired. 


SECRETARY  S     REPORT. 


Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  the  Association:  — 

It  is  always  trying  for  an  Association  to  stand  in  presence  of 
great  and  good  work  needing  to  be  done,  within  its  competency  to 
do,  which  it  longs  to  undertake,  and  yet  from  which  it  is  debarred 
by  such  a  merely  outside  and  physical  obstruction  as  want  of  means. 
Especially  does  our  Indian  Association  suflfor  in  this  way,  because 
the  field  before  it  is  so  large,  the  work  so  varied  and  so  important, 
and  the  time  pressing  down  upon  us  with  such  imminent  demand. 
Citizenship  is  coming  fast  upon  the  Indian.  Its  privileges  and 
responsibilities,  its  cares  and  duties  and  opportunity  and  prospects 
will  all  soon  be  in  his  grasp,  and  it  is  but  a  small  proportion  of  the 
race  which  is  prepared  to  handle  them  wisely.  It  is  true  that  their 
possession  will  be  the  best  possible  education  for  their  use,  but  this 
sort  of  education  involves  so  much  stumbling  and  pain  that  it 
reminds  us  of  the  old-fashioned  suffering  of  those  who  went  on  pil- 
grimages with  peas  in  their  shoes,  and  of  the  ingenious  penitent  who 
eased  matters  by  boiling  his  peas  before  he  put  them  in.  The  pil- 
grimage is  hard  enough  in  itself,  and  yet  only  by  that  long  and  rug- 
ged road  can  the  prize  be  reached.  The  prize,  in  the  Indian's  case, 
is  good  order,  health,  and  physical  comfort,  security  of  person  and 
property,  and  free  activity,  and  he  will  have,  as  we  have  had,  a  deal 
of  labor  and  struggle  to  obtain  these.  It  is  both  wise  and  humane 
for  us  to  save  him  all  unnecessary  pain.  Let  us  boil  as  many  of 
his  peas  as  wc  can.  He  will  arrive  in  shorter  time,  and  less  foot- 
sore and  heart-sore.  We  want  to  give  him  plenty  of  practical  train- 
ing of  hand  and  brain.  We  want  every  Indian  child  to  be  in 
school.     It  is  those  who  are  children  now  who  will  soon  guide  the 


counsels  of  their  people.  We  want  to  make  sure  that  they  have  fair 
play  from  government,  and  are  protected  from  the  hosts  of  greedy 
speculators  who  prey  upon  their  ignorance.  Once  under  way,  they 
will  do  these  things  for  themselves,  but  now  they  need  assistance, 
and  while  our  Association  sees  twenty  places  where  it  might  plant  a 
school,  send  a  missionary,  aid  a  student,  encourage  a  reading-room, 
build  a  cottage,  furnish  a  school-house,  and  feels  that  each  of  these 
would  effectually  contribute  to  the  good  work  in  hand,  it  is  hard,  it 
is  mortifying,  to  know  that  all  Massachusetts,  as  a  state,  can  do  is  to 
keep  open  one  Indian  school,  and  give  stinted  help  to  a  few  worthy 
Indian  objects. 

Notwithstanding  this  groan,  which  the  circumstances  wring  from 
us,  we  do  not  forget  to  be  thankful  that  we  are  permitted  to  do 
something,  if  not  much,  in  the  cause  for  which  we  are  banded 
together,  and  I  will  now  undertake  the  more  cheerful  task  of  telling 
what  has  been  done  by  our  State  Association  within  the  past  year. 

The  Apache  School  in  Alabama  continues  to  do  well  and  increase 
in  efficiency  with  the  increasing  love  of  the  children  and  their  par- 
ents for  the  teachers,  and  the  teachers  are  constantly  widening  their 
views  and  improving  their  methods.  By  the  invitation  of  a  lady  on 
our  Executive  Board,  Miss  Shepard  came  to  Boston  last  winter,  and 
spent  two  weeks  in  visiting  the  public  schools,  giving  her  chief 
attention  to  the  system  of  Swedish  gymnastics  and  to  the  remarka- 
ble work  doing  at  the  North  End  in  bringing  foreign  children  to  a 
knowledge  of  spoken  English.  Both  these  points  have  been  of 
great  service  since  her  return,  and  have  roused  fresh  interest  in  the 
children. 

The  school  re-opened  on  October  3rd  with  seventy  pupils,  "  beau- 
tifully clean."  Lieutenant  Wotherspoon  says  the  bath-house  is  the 
"  greatest  possible  help  towards  their  good  health  and  looks,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  moral  effect  of  cleanliness,"  and  the  camp  superin- 
tendent declares  that  ''  that  swimming-tank  is  the  greatest  thincr  that 
ever  happened  to  the  Apache  nation !  It's  full  all  the  time," 
Lieutenant  Wotherspoon  has  provided  a  second  school-room,   and 


Miss  Shepard  says,  "  I  cannot  tell  you  the  relief  we  feel  in  being 
able  to  separate  our  work.  It  was  very  up-hill  work  before,  and 
now  we  can  have  longer  sessions,  and,  at  least  in  my  room  with  the 
larger  children,  perfect  quiet.  My  sister's  room  is  necessarily  a 
mixture  of  kindergarten  and  object-teaching,  with  a  good  deal  of 
singing  and  motion,  which  she  can  now  carry  on  to  her  heart's 
content." 

The  desks,  too.  so  kindly  given  us  last  spring  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee of  Plymouth,  give  immonse  pleasure.  To  quote  Miss  Shepard 
again,  "  In  spite  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  past  generations  they  are 
delightful  to  see,  they  make  the  room  look  so  civilized,  and  are  the 
source  of  so  much  additional  order,  celerity,  and  efficient  work,  that 
lam  certain  it  would  reduce  both  children  and  teachers  to  tears 
were  they  again  condemned  to  the  hideous,  cumbrous  timbers  they 
once  used." 

We  would  express  our  obligations  to  the  Plymouth  Branch,  not 
only  for  obtaining  this  valuable  gift,  but  for  the  considerable  amount 
of  time,  pains,  and  money  spent  on  removing,  packing,  and  shipping 
the  desks.  This  kindness,  together  with  their  handsome  gift  of 
forty  dollars,  the  proceeds  of  an  entertainment,  makes  us  feel  anew 
the  strength  of  our  footing  on  Plymouth  Rock. 

We  have  built  this  summer,  in  large  part  through  the  generous  con- 
tributions of  friends,  and  with  the  kind  superintendence  of  Lieuten- 
ant Wotherspoon,  for  all  of  which  we  offer  our  warm  thanks,  a 
pleasant  parlor  close  to  the  house  of  the  Misses  Shepard,  where  they 
can  receive  'and  entertain  the  Indians,  especially  the  women  and 
children,  and  where  they  hope  to  do  much  to  teach,  encourage,  and 
amuse  them.  ^  The  Apache  women  particularly  need  instruction,  and 
there  will  be  "good  housekeepers"  parties  for  them,  and  little 
prizes  for  neatness  and  good  management.  The  children  will  have 
pictures  and  games,  with  occasional  lemonade  and  cakes,  and  all  in 
good  order.  It  is  a  plan  full  of  hope  and  promise,  and  we  trust 
soon  to  have  good  results  to  report,  and  that  the  teachers  may  be 
well  repaid  for  this  extra  labor  by  the  improvement  in  the  whole 
community. 
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During  all  the  last  session  of  Congress  our  attention  was  anx- 
iously kept  upon  the  question  of  appropriations  for  Indian  education 
and  upon  the  apprehended  passage  of  the  bill  for  removing  the  South- 
ern Utes.  We  wrote  repeatedly  to  persons  in  authority,  and  to  our 
representatives,  urging  their  attention  to  these  points,  both  as 
requested  by  ihe  Indian  Rights  Association  and  by  the  National 
Association,  and  of  our  own  motion,  and  we  were  seconded  by  many 
of  our  Branches.  We  also  petitioned  the  President  to  prevent  the 
taking  of  Indians  into  the  "  Wild  West"  shows,  on  the  ground  that 
the  life  demoralized  them  and  interfered  with  the  civilization  of  the 
race. 

Our  Branches  have  emulated  us  in  all  good  work,  Jamaica  Plain 
leads  the  van,  having  spent  thirteen  hundred  dollars  this  year, 
chiefly  on  hospital  work  among  the  Mission  Indians.  Cambridge, 
Salem,  Stockbridge,  Plymouth,  Beverly,  Fall  River,  Springfield, 
Amherst,  all  have  done  bravely  and  well,  and  there  is  still  interest 
and  some  activity  in  Pittsfield,  Lenox,  Sheffield,  and  Barnstable, 
even  though  they  have  given  up  separate  organization. 

We  sent  a  few  pictures,  balls,  handkerchiefs,  etc.,  to  the  little 
children  in  school  and  hospital  at  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  in  care  of 
Mrs.  McClure,  wiio  wrote  in  answer  that  everything  was  most  wel- 
come. The  things  were  so  small  and  the  gratitude  so  large,  that 
we  have  engaged  the  Beverly  Branch,  which  received  the  proposition 
with  enthusiasm,  to  send  Mrs.  McClure  a  Christmas  barrel  for 
the  children. 

We  have  been  interested  in  the  case  of  Lewis  Johnson,  an  Indian 
medical  student  in  Philadelphia,  who  is  struggling  hard  to  complete 
his  education,  and  intends  to  practise  among  his  people.  We  have 
given  him  some  assistance,  and  promised  more. 

The  number  of  our  members  is,  on  paper,  four  hundred,  but  as 
the  membership  fees  for  last  year  are  little  over  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, many  must  have  either  left  or  forgotten  us. 

The  number  in  our  Branch  societies  is  nearly  nine  hundred,  three 
times    our  own,   and  whereas  we  have  raised  in  the    year  about 


twelve  hundred  dollars,  thcj  have  gathered  altogether  thirtj-scven 
hundred  dollars,  a  larger  sum  in  proportion,  showing  that  it  is 
easier  on  the  whole  to  obtain  money  by  fairs,  entertainments,  etc., 
in  smaller  places  than  it  is  in  the  capital,  where  patience  is  worn 
threadb.irc  by  incessant  claims,  and  where  entertainment  i?  apt  to 
belie  its  name.  Our  gifts  have  been  chiefly  in  cash,  and  we  have 
had  no  social  gathering  during  the  year,  except  the  annual  tea  and 
sale. 

The  school,  exclusive  of  the  new  parlor,  cost  us  between  twelve 
and  thirteen  hundred  dollars  this  year,  and  as  our  other  expenses 
(including  two  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  for  the  new  room) 
were  nearly  six  hundred  dollars,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  should  have 
been  bankrupt  without  our  Branches,  which,  to  be  sure,  is  only  say- 
ing that  the  head  could  not  live  without  the  limbs.  It  is  only 
through  these  active  off-shoots  that  we  are  in  touch  with  all  Massa- 
chusetts, and  can  claim  to  represent  her,  for  our  immediate  sub- 
scribers are  chiefly  in  and  near  Boston.  In  our  federation  is  our 
strength,  and  may  it  continue  and  deepen  till  our  work  is  done,  and 
in  the  civilization  and  citizenship  and  intelligent  patriotism  of  the 
whole  Indian  race  there  shall  be  no  more  need  for  Indian 
Associations.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I.— Xame. 
This  organization  shall  be  linown  as  tlie  Massachusetts  Indian  Associa- 
tion, and  shall  be  auxiliary  to  the  national  society,  known  as  the  Women's 
National  Indian  Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  — Object. 
The  two-fold^object  of  this  vVssociation  shall  be :  first,  to  awaken,  by 
every  means  in  our  power,  a  Cliristian  public  sentiment  which  shall  move 
our  Government  to  the  abolition  of  all  oppression  of  Indians  within  our 
national  limits,  and  to  granting  them  the  same  protection  of  law  that 
other  races  enjoy  among  us;  and,  second,  to  aid  in  educational  and  mis- 
sion work  for  and  among  Indians. 

ARTICLE  III.  —  Work. 
The  general  lines  of  work  pursued  bj'  this  Association  shall  be,  as  in 
the  National  Association,  the  circulation  of  literature  adapted  to  the  Asso- 
ciation's object,  as  expressed  in  Article  II.;  the  ch'culatiou  of  memorials 
to  Congress  on  behalf  of  Indians ;  the  securing  popular  meetings  and  arti- 
cles in  the  press  which  shall  promote  the  growth  of  right  sentiment  con- 
cerning our  national,  and  so  our  individual,  duty  to  Indians ;  and  the  adop- 
tion of  such  other  measures  as,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Association,  shall 
seem  fitted  to  further  the  ends  desired. 

ARTICLE  IV.  — Officers. 
This  Association  shall  have  the  following  olflcers:  namely,  a  President 
Vice-Presidents,   Recording  Seci-etar^',  Corresponding  Secretary,   Treas- 
urer, Assistant  Treasurer,  and  Auditor,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

ARTICLE  V.  —  The  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Commitiee  shall  be  chosen  at  the  annual  meeting.  It 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries,  Treasurers,  and  the  Chairman 
of  each  of  the  Committees,  who,  with  others,  shall  be  representatives  of 
the  various  denominations  by  not  more  than  four  from  each.  It  shall  have 
power  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  numbers. 

The  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  to  arrange  the  general 
work  of  the  Association  in  harmony  with  that  of  the  parent  society. 

ARTICLE  VI.  — Membership. 
Any  person  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association  by  the  payment 
of  one  dollar  annually  to  the  Association.     The  payment  of  ten  dollars 
shall  constitute  any  person  a  life-member  of  this  society. 

ARTICLE  VIL  —  Amendment. 
The  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present;   one  week's  notice  of  such 
intention  shall  be  given. 


BY-LAWS, 


ARTICLE  1.  — Duties  of  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  be  a  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Recording  Secretarj^,  Corresponding  Secretarj'^,  Treasurer,  Assistant  Treas- 
urer, and  Auditor;  Committees  on  Leaflets  and  Subscription,  and  on  Pub- 
lic Meetings. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer,  Assistant  Treasurer,  the  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee, 
together  with  a  sufficient  number,  chosen  at  large,  to  form  a  committee 
of  twenty-four  members,  who  shall  be  elected  annuall}^. 

Anjr  member  of  th»  Executive  Committee  absent  from  three  successive 
meetings  without  giving  notice  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  such  absence 
shall  be  considered  to  have  resigned. 

ARTICLE   II. 

The  President,  or,  in  her  absence,  a  Vice-President,  or  some  one  chosen 
by  the  meeting,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  appoint  all  committees  not  otherwise  named. 

The  meetings  shall  be  opened  with  devotional  exercises. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Executive  Committee  well- 
informed  of  the  work  in  general,  and  shall  write  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  Association,  unless  some  other  person  be  ai^pointed  to  do  so  by  the 
Executive  Conmiittee. 

The  Recording  Seeretar.y  shall  issue  all  notices  of  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  Association,  and  keep  the  minutes  thereof; 
notify  all  officers  of  their  election,  and  committees  of  their  appointment. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Association,  and 
shall  bring  or  send  a  detailed  report  to  each  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  No  money  shall  be  disbursed  except  upon  their  vote  or  the 
order  of  a  sub-committee  authorized  by  them. 

The  Assistant  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names  of  subscribers 
and  donors,  collect  all  moneys  due  therefrom  to  the  Association,  and  pay 
the  same  to  the  Treasurer;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  shal[ 
assume  the  duties  of  that  officer. 

ARTICLE  III. 

No  indebtedness  beyond  the  funds  available  in  the  Treasury  shall  be 
incurred. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Executive  Committee  sliall  have  a  general  supervision  of  all  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  voting  the  expenditure  of  the  money.  It  shall 
hold  monthly  meetings  from  November  to  May  inclusive,  and  special 
meetings  may  be  called  bj-  the  President  or  any  two  members  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee. 

ARTICLE   Y. 

'J'he  Chairman  of  each  sub-committee  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee any  plan  of  work  adopted  by  them. 

ARTICLE   VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Association,  and 
seven  of  the  Executive  Committee,  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE   YU. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  held  in  December,  on 
such  a  day  and  hour  and  at  such  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  direct. 
Xotice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  Recording  Secretary 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  of  Boston,  at  least  five  days  prior 
to  such  a  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

These  By-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  provided  a  notice  of  such 
amendment  be  given  in  the  call  for  the  meetins:.

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SECRETARY'S   REPORT. 


Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  the  Association  : 

The  anniversary  season,  with  its  treasures  of  memory  and 
of  hope  has  returned,  and  bids  us  once  again  compare  the 
past  with  the  future,  and  strengthen  our  souls  for  work  by 
showing  anew  the  motives  for  exertion,  and  such  modest  por- 
tion of  result  as  has  been  obtained. 

We  cannot  meet  together  again  on  this  annual  occasion, 
without  rememberino-  the  noble  friend  who  sat  amona;  us  last 
November,  even  then  in  broken  health,  and  who  has  since 
died,  giving  his  life  as  completely  for  the  cause  of  humanity 
as  if  he  had  fallen  on  any  battlefield  of  the  Civil  "War.  Gen. 
Armstrong's  name  will  always  stand  high  on  the  list  of 
American  patriots  and  philanthropists.  His  genius  devised, 
and  the  inspiration  of  his  matchless  energy  carried  on  the 
wonderful  school  at  Hampton,  which  has  become  a  centre  of 
heart-felt  interest  to  both  north  and  south,  and,  like  the 
great  banyan  tree  of  India,  is  continually  spreading  and  let- 
ting fall  new  roots,  which  in  their  turn,  grow  and  bear  good 
fruit  for  man. 

Of  his  personal  qualities  we  cannot  trust  ourselves  here  to 
speak,  more  than  to  say  that  his  simplicity,  generosity^  and 
single-heartedness,  and  the  justice  and  candor  which  blended 
with  his  deep  enthusiasm,  can  never  be  forgotten  by  those 
who  had  the  happiness  of  his  friendship. 

The  Indian  cause  is  also  deprived  of  an  old  and  tried  ad- 
vocate in  Congress,  by  the  retirement  of  Senator  Dawes  from 
the  national  councils.  He  has  indeed  left,  in  the  Severalty 
Bill,  a  strong  and  lasting  way  mark  on  the  road  of  Indian  ad- 
vancement, and  we  hope  that  the  mantle  of  his  devotion  may 
fall  on  the  shoulders  of  his  successor,  who  is  called  to  meet 
\\^  new  exigencies  of  the  present  time. 


You  have  just  heard  our  treasurer's  report,  and  seen  what 
occasion  we  have  this  year  for  joy  and  gratitude,  and  for  in- 
creased effort.  The  hearts  of  many  generous  friends  have 
been  turned  towards  us  in  that  peculiar  way  which  leaves  a 
bank  credit  as  its  result,  and  we  know  that  in  many  cases, 
and  we  hope  in  all,  these  gifts  are  the  beginning  of  a  yearly 
contribution,  to  last  for  the  comparatively  short  time  during 
which  we  expect  to  need  it.  Within  a  few  years,  if  fairly 
dealt  by  and  wisely  instructed,  so  great  a  majority  of  the 
Indians  ought  to  be  able  to  manage  their  own  affairs,  as  to 
leave  little  for  Indian  Associations  to  do.  The  young  Indians 
now  in  school  will  soon  be  the  parents  of  a  wholly  different 
generation — one  born  to  ideas  and  habits  which  their  fathers 
and  mothers  slowly  acquired.  But  this  very  thing  makes  it 
of  the  more  importance  that  our  present  action  should  be 
prompt  and  effective.  Every  boy  and  girl  whom  we  educate 
now  is  a  stone  well  set  in  the  rising  structure  of  Indian  in- 
dependence and  civilization.  Every  mechanic  to  whom  we 
supply  tools  helps  to  lay  its  courses  truer.  Each  married 
pair  which  establishes  a  neat  home  by  our  aid,  makes  its 
foundation  broader,  and  lifts  it  at  the  same  time  to  comeli- 
ness and  grace,  and  now,  while  the  building  is  rapidly  going 
on,  is  the  time  to  make  sure  that  sound  and  honest  material 
and  work  are  put  into  it,  so  that  it  may  become  one  of  the 
ramparts  of  the  republic.  We  need  such  ramparts.  The 
enormous  burthen  which  immigration  has  laid  upon  our 
country  is  alarming ;  and  when  we  look  with  anxiety  upon 
the  ci^owds  of  ignorant  foreigners  who  come,  dulled  by  cen- 
turies of  oppression,  to  hurl  themselves  in  sheer  desperation 
on  our  shores,  is  it  not  worth  considering  that  we  have  a  body 
of  native  Americans,  already  at  home,  requiring  only  time 
and  training  to  become  good  citizens,  and  so  under  our  con- 
trol that  we  can  enforce  that  training  ?  If  the  Indians  were 
the  mere  worn-out  dregs  of  a  race  that  many  believe  them, 
things  would  be  different,  but  the  fact  is  that  they  are  simply 
on  the  grades  of  progress,  just  like  other  people,  and  that, 
while  some  are  still  barbarians,  many  of   them  have  already 
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attained  a  relatively  high  grade.  To  prove  that  the  Indian 
nature  is  a  strong  and  good  one,  capable  of  honesty,  truth, 
loyalty  and  industry,  I  should  confidently  appeal  to  the  men 
who  have  known  them  best  and  lived  among  them  longest,  to 
army  officers  like  Gen.  Crook  and  Gen.  Dudley,  to  mission- 
aries like  Bishops  Whipple  and  Hare,  to  the  large  body  of 
teachers,  and  to  the  few  Indian  agents  who  have  nobly  ful- 
filled their  trust.  Of  course  some  Indians  are  rascals.  Are 
there  no  white  rascals  ?  Some  perhaps  near  enough  for  them 
to  take  example  by. 

When  all  Indian  officials  are  appointed  for  ability,  expe- 
rience, and  good  character,  and  when  the  Indians  are  edu- 
cated beyond  being  easy  dupes,  the  axe  will  be  laid  to  the 
roots  of  the  dark  forest  that  has  so  long  hung  its  gloomy 
shadow  over  Indian  hopes  and  prospects.  For  these  two 
objects  we  must  labor  earnestly  and  steadily.  There  must 
be  Indian  agents  for  some  time  yet,  and  President  Cleve- 
land has  advised  that  they  be  chosen  from  army  officers. 
There  is  one  strong  aro-ument  in  favor  of  this  recommenda- 
dation,  which  has  not  perhaps  received  sufficient  attention. 
The  chief  temptation  of  an  Indian  agent  is  to  make  money 
out  of  his  position.  The  pay  is  moderate,  the  life  hard,  the 
circumstances  disagreeable,  but,  on  the  other  hand  he  is 
offered  two  great  opportunities ;  one,  to  make  himself  the 
true  father  and  friend  of  the  people  under  his  charge,  the 
other,  to  fill  Lis  own  pockets  at  their  expense,  by  connivance 
with  contractors  and  traders.  In  the  class  of  men  too  often 
appointed  for  mere  political  reasons,  the  second  of  these  is 
the  more  attractive.  I  heard  lately  a  case  in  point  from  an 
eye-witness,  a  general  lately  retired  after  39  years  experience 
in  commanding  our  western  forts.  To  a  certain  Reservation 
there  came,  not  many  years  ago,  a  new  agent,  so  poor  as  to 
have  hardly  clothes  to  his  back.  In  six  months  he  wore  a 
1300  fur  coat,  and  in  three  years  went  home  ^  ith  $150,000, 
stolen,  not  from  the  Government,  which  keeps  careful  ac- 
counts, but  from  the  Indians,  who,  be  it  remembered,  when 
thus  cheated  and  plundered,  lose  not  only  property,  but  also 


incentive,  outlook,  and  hope.  Against  this  ignoble,  but  ter- 
ribly strong  temptation,  a  military  man  is  sustained  by  his 
rank  in  the  army.  He  cannot  cheat  and  peculate  without 
danger  of  disgrace  and  a  court-martial,  and  such  outward  cir- 
cumstance is  a  great  support  to  frail  humanity.  An  army 
officer  has  a  position  to  maintain  beside  his  place  in  the  Civil 
Service,  and  his  moral  sense  in  public  aflfairs  is  bulwarked  by 
the  opinion  of  his  nearest  companions  and  friends,  men  al- 
most invariably,  I  am  proud  to  say  of  our  American  army,  of 
a  high  and  educated  sense  of  honor.  This,  together  with 
habits  of  order,  system,  discipline,  and  command,  knowledge 
of  the  country,  and  some  acquaintance  with  Indian  life  and 
ways,  make  strong  reasons  for  employing  army  men  as 
agents.  It  seems  to  our  Executive  Board  that  we  should 
throw  the  influence  of  our  Association  distinctly  towards 
making  the  position  of  Indian  agent  permanent  during  good 
behavior,  and  of  giving  it  solely  to  honest  and  competent 
men,  whether  soldiers  or  civilians.  This  sounds  so  simple 
and  reasonable  as  to  be  unnecessary,  but  it  is  very  far  from 
being  the  rule  in  practice,  and  considering  the  enormous 
power  over  his  charges  that  is  still  placed  in  the  hands  of  an 
Indian  agent,  no  care  can  be  too  great  in  his  selection. 

As  things  are,  a  good  agent  does  not  have  an  easy  time  of 
it ;  but  if  the  assurance  of  doing  real  service  to  his  fellow 
creatures,  and  their  confidence  and  aiFection  can  reward 
him,  and  if  he  can  have  the  certainty  of  staying  long  enough 
to  carry  out  his  plans  and  not  be  turned  adrift  by  each  quad- 
rennial cataclysm  of  the  political  world,  the  place  may  be  de- 
sired by"  men  of  principle  and  ability,  even  if  the  small  pay 
make  it  unlikely  to  secure  those  of  distinguished  power.  An 
Indian  agent  is,  in  his  smaller  way,  as  much  a  viceroy  as  the 
Gov. -General  of  British  India,  and  the  sovereign  people  of 
America  have  no  right  to  delegate  their  authority  to  un- 
worthy and  incompetent  representatives.  The  disgrace  of 
such  appointments  returns  upon  themselves,  and  when  this  is 
fully  understood,  what  voter  can  be  of  so  mean  a  mind  as  to 
consent  to  shoulder  his  share  of  it?       Civil   Service  reform, 
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applied  to  every  branch  of  the  Indian  Service,  is  the  only 
thing  which  can  redeem  that  department  from  inefficiency, 
and  the  Indians  from  degradation,  and  to  obtain  it,  every 
Indian  worker  must  vigorously  labor. 

On  the  second  great  point,  that  of  teaching  the  Indians, 
there  is  also  much  to  be  done  ;  1st,  in  educating  the  public 
mind  till  Conoress  has  no  choice  but  to  make  full  appropri- 
ations for  Indian  schools  ;  and  secondly,  in  keeping  up  a  vigi- 
lant inspection  over  the  manner  in  which  each  school  is  car- 
ried on.  At  the  late  Mohonk  Conference,  exceedingly  inter- 
esting reports  were  made  by  Mr,  Meserve  of  the  great 
Haskell  Institute  in  Kansas,  where  600  Indian  children  are 
receiving  and  enjoying  a  sound  practical,  moral,  and  mental 
training,  and  by  Mr.  Coppock  of  the  Chilocco  school,  Indian 
Territory,  where  2.50  more  are  advancing  in  the  same  satis- 
factory manner.  Captain  Pratt  also  brought  living  evidence 
of  the  value  of  the  schoolinir  at  Carlisle,  in  the  presence  of  a 
dozen  young  Indian  men  and  women,  whose  appearance, 
manners,  speech  and  singing  were  thoroughly  agreeable  and 
intelligent.  It  was  very  striking  to  observe  in  their  faces  the 
positive  remoulding  of  feature  caused  by  education.  It  was 
not  only  that  the  hard  stolid  expression  of  the  savage  had  dis- 
appeared, but  that,  while  the  characteristic  Indian  conforma- 
tion and  coloring  remained,  they  were  so  toned  and  modified 
by  habitual  exercise  of  mind  and  body,  and  so  refined  by 
complete  and  graceful  neatness  in  person  and  clothing  that 
they  showed  rather  as  piquant  peculiarities  of  race,  far  from 
unpleasing.  They  brought  to  mind  the  dark  skins  and  flashing 
eyes  of  some  of  our  oriental  brethren  from  the  ancient  India, 
whom  this  great  and  noteworthy  Congress  of  Religions  has 
drawn  hither  to  share  their  treasures  of  religious  thought 
with  us,  and  we  can  easily  believe  that  the  time  will  come 
when  the  North  American  Indians  may  go  in  their  turn  as 
welcome  and  honored  visitors  to  other  lands. 

But  in  this  reasonable   hopefulness,  I  must  not  forget  that 

there  is  a  certain  slow  process  of  hatching,  which  must  precede 

he  counting  of  a  brood,   and  I  turn  from  these  world-wide 
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■^asions  to  tell  you  what  we  are  doing  to  prepare  for  their  ful- 
iilment  in  our  own  little  school  at  Mt.  Vernon  Barracks,  in 
Alabama. 

The  school  has  done  very  good  work  in  the  past  year. 
In  February,  our  President  acceded  to  our  request  that  she 
should  visit  it,  and  she  will  herself  tell  you  this  morning,  far 
better  than  I  can,  about  its  condition  and  prospects. 

It  has  just  re-opened  after  vacation,  and  a  letter  from  our 
bright  and  capital  teacher,  Miss  Shepard,  shows  that  they 
have  given  up  the  presence  of  Chi-hua-hua,  as  a  sort  of  monitor- 
policeman  over  the  children.  She  says,  "  The  order  in  my 
school  is  better  than  ever  before,  and  the  study  far  more 
effective.  Concentrating  all  the  thunder  of  authority  in  my 
own  small  person  has  proved  of  value,  though  I  am  afraid  the 
pupils  are  not  so  fond  of  me  as  when  Chi-hua-hua  frowned  on 
their  sins. 

"The  main  object  is  being  accomplished.  lam  getting 
something  into  their  brains  at  a  more  rapid  rate.  Before  put- 
ting the  first  class  into  their  new  readers,  (long  delayed  on  the 
road,)  they  are  reading  an  old  book  on  Natural  History.  It 
is  easy  reading,  but  I  thought  it  would  serve  as  a  thorough 
review,  besides  giving  instructive  information  which  they  can 
now  take  in.  They  seem  really  to  enjoy  it,  and  are  looking  for- 
ward to  an  attack  on  the  new  books  with  appetites  whetted 
by  waiting." 

The  health  of  the  children  is  good.  There  are  80  of  them, 
and  only  one  or  two  have  died  within  the  year.  This  is 
doubtless  Qwing  to  the  judicious  vigilance  of  Capt.  Wother- 
spoon,  who  has  reduced  the  death  rate  by  75  per  cent,  from 
what  it  was  when  he  took  charge  of  the  tribe.  They  were 
then  dying  like  flies — dying  as  people  do  in  an  epidemic.  It 
was  as  much  from  despair  and  idleness  as  from  hygienic 
arrangements,  and  now,  with  new  houses  built  on  high  ground, 
with  occupation  and  strict  cleanliness,  cheerfulness  and  health 
have  returned.  There  are  still  more  deaths  than  there  ought 
to  be,  and  consumption  is  their  great  foe. 

We  have,  as  usual,  when  some  special  advantage  was  to 
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be  secured  for  any  Indian  people,  or  when  they  have  been 
threatened  with  injustice,  sent  petitions  and  protests  to  the 
President,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  the  Indian  Com- 
missioner, and  other  men  in  authority,  and  have  also  written 
to  incite  our  State  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress 
to  vigilance.  We  guard  ourselves  a2;ainst  beino;  obtrusive, 
but  we  must  think  that  such  evidence  of  constant  watchful- 
ness on  the  part  of  a  large  and  intelligent  body  of  women 
has  decided  influence  on  the  minds  of  public  men. 

The  points  we  have  urged  this  year  were  full  appropria- 
tions for  schools,  the  retention  of  Dr.  Dorchester  as  Super- 
intendent of  the  same,  the  protection  of  the  Southern  Utes 
from  removal,  and  the  bringing  a  party  of  Navajos  to  Chicago 
and  the  East,  for  the  purpose  of  enhivging  their  ideas  of  civi- 
lization, and  making  them  desire  for  themselves  the  educ.i- 
tion  to  which  they  have  been  opposed. 

I  will  now  present  a  somewhat  detailed  account  of  our  nine 
branches,  in  their  alphabetical  order,  stating  however,  that 
their  reports  do  not  cover  more  than  ten  months  of  the  year, 
because  we  were  obliged  to  furnish  them  in  time  for  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  National  Association.  They  do  not » 
therefore,  do  themselves  full  justice. 

Amherst,  Mrs.  Merrill  E.  Gates,  President,  has  63  mem- 
bers, and  raised  $187.70,  of  which  $120  was  sent  to  Boston 
for  designated  objects,  and  $23.40  to  Philadelphia  for  the 
Indian's  Friend.  Three  meetings  have  been  held,  and 
Miss  Cooper,  the  Secret  iry,  writes,  "A  large  box  of  clothing 
has  been  sent  to  Rosebud  Agency,  North  Dakota.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  pamphlets  furnished  by  the  Association,  many 
books  and  !)ook]ets  have  been  given  by  individuals  and  cir- 
culated in  our  town.  This  report  does  not  represent  all  that 
is  done  here  for  the  Indians,  as  many,  particularly  among 
our  young  people,  are  at  work  for  them  in  other  ways  than 
through  the  Association.'^ 

Beverly,  Miss  Mary  B.  Smith,  President,  has  65  members, 
but  finds  it  difficult  to  keep  up  activity.  They  have  had  only 
one  meeting,  but  sent  as  its  result  a  large  barrel  of  books- 
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toys,  children's  wraps  and  games  to  the  school  at  Santa  Fe, 
New  Mexico. 

Cambridge,  Mrs,  W.  W.  Goodwin,  President,  has  208 
members,  has  held  monthly  meetings  and  one  public  meet- 
ing;  $1,274  was  raised  this  year,  which  with  the  balance  on 
hand  of  $519.11  made  1,793.11;  $200  were  given  to  our 
Apache  school,  $260  more  for  educational  purposes,  and 
$295  towards  paying  field  matrons,  which,  with  $25  to  help 
bring  a  party  of  Navajos  to  Chicago,  and  general  expenses, 
in  which  are  included  $107  to  the  National  Association, 
leaves  the  Society  with  $834.69. 

The  Secretary  states  that  their  petitions  to  Congress  have 
been  made  through  the  State  Association,  an  example  wor- 
thy imit;ition. 

They  have  19  subscribers  to  the  Indian's  Friend,  and  have 
sent  $90  worth  in  boxes  to  the  Ute  Boarding  School,  Fort 
Lewis,  Col.,  to  the  Otoe  Boarding  School  in  Oklahoma,  and 
in  clothing  for  old  women  and  children  to  Dr.  Emily  C.  Mil- 
ler, Fort  Simcoe,  Washington. 

Fall  River,  Mrs.  M.  H.  Aldrich,  President,  has  30  mem- 
bers and  held  11  meetings.  They  raised  $80.86  this  year, 
which,  with  a  balance  of  $249.36,  enabled  them  to  give  $105 
to  the  Apache  school,  $90  to  Lewis  Johnson,  the  Philadel- 
phia medical  student,  $15  to  the  National  Association,  and 
$5  to  the  State  Association,  and  use  $88.80  for  lectures, 
delegates,  etc.  They  have  17  subscribers  to  the  Indian^s 
Friend. 

Jamaica  Plain,  Mrs.  A.  Davis  Weld,  President,  has  176 
members,  held  11  executive  and  one  public  meeting,  and 
raised  $526.39,  making  with  the  last  year's  balance,  $583.28  ; 
$150  was  give  for  the  Apache  School,  besides  a  valuable 
globe  ;  $150  wa-^  given  to  the  National  Association,  besides 
$40  in  dues.  The  costs  for  a  Concert  were  about  $100, 
which  with  sundr}^  small  expenses,  leaves  a  balance  of  $1 19.- 
87  in  the  treasury.  They  have  67  subscribers  to  tho,  Indian's 
Friend,  ^wd  the  Secretary  says,  "Our  Indian  literature  work 
has  gone  on  through  tb.e  vear,  and  the  names  of  38  senders

are  on  our  list,  while  16  young  ladies  have  offered  to  help  in- 
this  way." 

Plymouth,  Miss  Laura  Dewey  Russell,  President,  has  44 
members,  has  paid  $5.50  as  dues  to  the  National  Association, 
and  rests  on  her  laurels  of  la>t  year. 

Salem,  Mrs.  A.  H.  Johnson,  President,  has  100  members, 
and  has  spent  $302.26,  $180  of  which  were  given  to  the 
Home  Building  Committee  of  the  National  Association.  This 
particular  sum  was  not  gathered  this  year,  bvit  has  been  roll- 
ing up  in  the  Savings  Bank,  till  now  it  seemed  better  to  join 
it  to  the  common  fund  for  Indian  homes  than  to  lose  time  by 
waiting  till  it  should  be  large  enough  to  build  an  entire  house. 
Eight  meetings  have  been  held,  and  there  are  eight  subscrib- 
ers to  the  paper. 

Stochbridge,  Miss  Alice  Byington,  President,  has  39  mem- 
bers, held  five  meetings,  and  sent  a  box,  valued  at  $19,  to 
the  Pine  Eidge  Agency.  $78  was  received  and  spent  on  dues 
and  for  the  State  Association. 

Springiield,  Miss  M.  K.  Stevens,  President,  has  112  mem- 
bers, and  raised  this  year  about  $200,  which,  with  a  bal- 
ance of  $123,  allowed  them  to  give  $100  to  the  Apache 
school,  $100  to  Hampton,  and  beside  paying  their  National 
dues,  to  send  $25  to  Miss  Angel  I)e  Cora,  an  Indian  girl  stu- 
dent of  art,  at  Smith  College,  and  $32  to  the  Agua  Caliente 
mission  for  clocks  and  windows,  and  $15  for  an  assistant  to 
Mrs.  Quinton. 

The  President  writes,  September  16:  "As  our  year 
does  not  close  till  the  middle  of  November,  and  we  hope  to 
do  some  of  our  most  active  work  between  now  and  then,, 
this  report  cannot  be  a  complete  account  of  our  efforts  for 
the  year. 

"  Our  last  annual  meeting  was  held  November  14,  1892, 
and  was  addressed  by  Mrs.  S.  T.  Kinney,  President  of  the 
Connecticut  Auxiliary.  The  meeting  was  largely  attended 
and  was  followed  by  a  Reception  and  Tea. 

"  We  find  it  an  excellent  plan  after  an  inspiring  address  to 
offer  a  cup  of  tea  to  all  who  will  remain.     It  gives  an  oppor- 
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tunity  to  meet  the  speaker  and  get  additional  information  od 
the  work,  creates  a  social  feelino;  amono-  the  members, 
and  gives  the  Treasurer  time  to  receive  membership  fees  and 
donations.  By  this  means  ladies  have  a  chance  to  give  when 
the  spirit  moves  them,  without  the  objectionable  features 
of  a  contribution  box." 

With  this  good  sugge:?lion  I  end  the  Branch  reports, 
and  have  l)ut  one  other  topic  with  which  to  try  your  pa- 
tience. 

You  will  wish  to  know  in  some  detail  how  we  have  expen- 
ded our  enlarged  income  this  year.  It  did  not  come  to  us 
till  April,  and  our  last  Board  meeting  is  held  early  in  May^ 
so  that  there  was  not  much  time  for  general  work.  Never- 
theless, as  we  had  several  minor  objects  in  view,  a  Finance 
Committee  was  appointed  for  the  summer  to  attend  to  them, 
and  we  had  the  pleasure  of  making  both  gifts  and  loans  to 
several  deserving  students,  besides  placing  two  boys  at  Hamp- 
ton. Then  we  had  the  Hualapais  in  mind.  The  Hualapais, 
an  Arizona  tribe,  are  so  eager  to  have  their  children  educa- 
ted, that  they  petitioned  Congress  to  give  them  a  boarding- 
school  in  their  own  district,  which  is  large  as  Massachusetts. 
These  people,  called  savages,  offered  to  give  up  the  rations 
supplied  by  Government,  if  they  might  have  instead  the 
mental  food  they  craved  for  their  children.  We  seconded 
their  request  to  the  Indian  Bureau,  offering  to  pay  part  of 
the  school  expenses,  but  it  was  refused,  and  we  were  consider- 
ing what  was  the  next  best  thing  in  our  power  to  do  for  the 
Hualapais,  when  we  received  a  proposition  from  Mrs.  Quin- 
ton  to  take  up  a  mission  school  already  established  among 
the  Digger  Indians  of  California,  and  needing  immediate 
support  to  make  it  useful  for  the  coming  winter.  Mrs. 
Quinton  promised' that  if  we  would  do  this,  the  Hualapais 
should  be  the  very  next  tribe  to  which  the  National  Associ- 
ation would  give  attention.  This  proposal  was  made  at  Lake 
Mohonk  to  the  only  two  members  of  the  Executive  Board  pres- 
ent at  the  Conference,  and  could  not,  of  course,  be  accepted 
by  them  alone.     Still  they  did   venture,  under  the  pressinp, 
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nature  of  the  case,  to  promise  a  loan  of  $500  to  the  National 
Association  for  six  months,  without  interest,  and  their  action 
was  approved  by  the  Board  on  their  return.  The  proposition 
to  adopt  the  mission  as  our  own  will  now  come  under  dis- 
cussion, and  whether  that  or  some  other  work  be  undertaken, 
we  hope  by  next  November  to  tell  our  members,  and  especi- 
ally those  liberal  friends  who  have  so  increased  our  power  for 
activity,  of  some  new  and  solid  service  doing  among  Indians.
